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nia’s Emerald Triangle are not al- 

ways friendly places. ’'ve known 
hikers who tread very carefully in cer- 
tain areas to avoid encountering angry 
pot-growers with shotguns. I remem- 

ber reading reports a few years back 
that someone found a Bengal tiger 
chained to a tree in the middle of a 
field of ripe buds, presumably to deter 
poachers. The cops say that organized 
crime rings based in Mexico control 
some of the large-scale plantations. 

Not to make too obvious a point, 
but that’s what happens when you 
make something as popular as mari- 
juana illegal. There’s big money in ille- 
gal drugs, and big money often at- 
tracts unsavory characters. 

But there’s a very different culture 
in the pot-farming world too — and 
not surprisingly, it’s connected to the 
legal medical cannabis dispensaries 
in places like San Francisco. As Ann 
Harrison reports on page 16, there 
are farms up north where well-paid, 
well-housed, well-fed workers har- 
vest and trim high-quality bud under 
friendly, mellow conditions. Many of 
the farmers and workers are medical 
marijuana patients. They practice 
environmentally sustainable agricul- 
ture and are respected enough in the 
community that the local sheriffs 
(mostly) don’t arrest them. 

In other words, when you make pot 
almost legal, you wind up with a 
much better process for growing and 
distributing it. 

But there’s still a real problem 
here: Since the feds still consider all 
this a crime, it’s still really an under- 
ground economy — which means 
the city and the state don’t get any 
tax money out of it. Let’s keep in 
mind that this is a huge cash crop: 
As one farmer told Harrison, pot 
growers in some north coast areas 
don’t just contribute to the local 
economy, they are the local econo- 
my. Legalizing, regulating, and taxing 
pot would do wonders for the state’s 
budget deficit. 

And back in San Francisco, that’s 
what Sup. Ross Mirkarimi is trying 
to do: bring the pot clubs into the 
real world of business regulation. 
Some of the club operators aren’t 
happy, but they should be: This is 
the first step toward universal recog- 
nition that selling cannabis is a legit- 
imate line of work. Sure, the outlaw 
culture of pot-dealing has its allure, 
and for some, it’s very lucrative. But 
in the end, the only way we're get- 
ting where we want to go is by going, 
well, legit.

Save Section 8 


conversation has begun about the government’s 

responsibility to take care of its neediest citizens. 
This dialogue has much relevance to the housing 
situation in San Francisco.

Whether far left or arch conservative, most 


people writing in the popular press agree: Pre-Ka- 
trina New Orleans was a portrait of bad housing 
policy. It became abundantly clear in the aftermath 
of the hurricane that New Orleans families living 
in poverty disproportionately resided in certain 
geographic areas. Not coincidentally, these neigh- 
borhoods were also faced with high crime, un- 
employment, poor services, and general govern- 
ment neglect. 

Recognizing the problem this type of ghet- 
toization presented in New Orleans, discussions of 
reconstruction have included proposals designed to 
avoid such concentration of poverty, segregation, 
and general lack of services in the rebuilt city. 

All who desire a just and compassionate hous- 
ing policy and an end to the blatantly racist and 
class-baiting programs of the past should take ad- 
vantage of this open window to demand change. 
The issues being raised post-Katrina are not new 
to housing policy advocates. 

It was, in fact, some of these very same concerns 
that shaped the federally funded Section 8 pro- 
gram. Now officially called the “Housing Choice 
Voucher” program, Section 8 was created, in part, 
as a way to break free of the original public-hous- 
ing model that brought us Chicago’s notorious 
Cabrini Green and became the backdrop-for 
countless media depictions of gang warfare and 
street violence. Section 8 brought desperately 
needed innovation. It was a step away from the un- 
fortunate policy of abandonment of the poor and 
a move toward greater opportunity and quality of 
life for participants. 

Section 8 allows low-income tenants (in San 
Francisco the average yearly income for people 
with Section 8 vouchers is $15,000), who are 
primarily people of color (72 percent) and in 
large part seniors and disabled (50 percent total), 
to seek affordable housing options in the private 
market. Rather than being restricted to certain 


neighborhoods, renters with a Section 8 vouch- 
er can use it to rent from any landlord in the city 
who agrees to take it. As a result just as many of 
the 7,300 voucher-holders can be found living in 
more middle-class neighborhoods, such as the 
Sunset, as in the more traditionally poor neigh- 
borhoods, such as the Tenderloin or Bayview— 
Hunters Point. Across the country, this program 
has helped compensate for the failings of public 
housing and break up the pockets of poverty 
that were created by redlining and other planning 
and development practices. 

In light of the Katrina-driven concern that we 
not revert to the sins of the past when it comes to 


_ rehousing the low-income’ families of New Or- 


leans, housing advocates are working hard to apply 
this lesson to national housing policy. Unfortu- 
nately it is not being heard in the nation’s capital. 

The Bush administration and its allies in Con- 
gress have placed the Section 8 program on the 
chopping block. Our local housing authority 
suffered a 4 percent funding shortfall this year 
due to budget cuts in Congress. The president’s 
original budget proposal cut $2.5 billion from the 
program at a time when San Francisco faces a 
waiting list of over 25,000. Without full funding, 
tenants will face displacement, homelessness, 
and deepening poverty. And of course, without 
access to Section 8 vouchers, the lowest-income 
San Franciscans will be forced to inhabit the 
typically low-rent areas of the city, where they 
will meet the accompanying conditions of sub- 
standard housing, violence, and little access to 
basic services. 

The Senate bill partially restores funding, but 
nowhere near enough to ensure housing vouchers 
for everyone in need. In the next few weeks, Con- 
gress could put up even more of a fight to preserve 
the program. Unless we want to see similar images 
of grinding poverty in the national media when 
our next big disaster comes, we need to fight tooth 
and nail to defend Section 8. “

Make Pelosi listen 


chance to take a strong stand Oct. 26 against the 

war in Iraq — and there’s a good chance that it 
won't happen. That’s because an antiwar resolution 
before the party’s County Central Committee 
(DCCC) tacitly criticizes Rep. Nancy Pelosi — 
and that’s something the local Democratic lead- 
ership is appallingly unwilling to do. 

The resolution in question, introduced by Tom 
Gallagher, president of the Bernal Heights De- 
mocratic Club, calls on Pelosi and Rep. Tom Lan- 
tos to sign on to Rep. Lynn Woolsey’s H.Con. Res. 
35, which calls on President Bush to implement 
plans for an immediate withdrawal of US troops 
from Iraq. Woolsey’s bill is largely symbolic: Bush 
isn’t going to change his policy because some Con- 
gressional Democrats urge him to. But at least 
Woolsey is pushing the cause and trying to force 
the Democratic Party to take a clearer position 
on one of the defining issues of our time. 

Pelosi has consistently refused to go along with 
Woolsey’s resolution and has been far too weak on 
the war. She didn’t show up or even send a state- 
ment in support of the national antiwar rallies in 
San Francisco and Washington, DC, last month 
and has been afraid of using her platform to make 
the war a central partisan campaign. 

But the county committee leaders apparently 
don’t want to challenge her. Instead, committee 
member Scott Wiener-has introduced an alterna- 
tive resolution to compete with Gallagher's. His 
watered-down measure “calls upon the President

and Congress to join House Democratic Leader 
Nancy Pelosi’s efforts to call for an immediate 
strategy to bring our troops home.” In other words: 
Get behind Pelosi, who is happy to talk about 
strategies — but no timetables, no direct call fora 
US withdrawal. 

These might seem like silly semantic issues, a 
time-wasting fight over verbiage in a resolution 
that won't matter anyway. But there’s a much larg- 
er issue here: The grassroots Democratic Party, 
represented by the central committee, has long 
been nothing more than a tool of party officials like 
the late Rep. Phil Burton, farmer mayor Willie 
Brown, and now Pelosi. The local party’s official 
organ has stood aside and watched (or cheered the 
machine politicos on) while developers devastat- 
ed the city, while the Presidio was handed over to 
private interests, while the worst corruption in 
modern San Francisco history ran rampant at 
City Hall. And it was all for a lack of the courage 
and integrity to say that some of the elected De- 
mocrats running this city are acting more like Re- 
publicans — and need to be called on it. 

This is a litmus-test issue for the committee 
members. The DCCC should approve Gallagher’s 
resolution and send Pelosi a clear message: She’s 
not representing San Francisco. +

Pass the pot-club law 


ought to be legal, taxed, and regulated. The 

state of California hasn’t quite been willing 
to take those steps yet, but the voters have approved 
a measure legalizing medical marijuana, and the im- 
plementation of that law in San Francisco ought to 
be based on the same basic philosophy. 

In other words, the clubs that sell medical 
cannabis in San Francisco ought to be able to op- 
erate openly, safely, and with the full support of of- 
ficial San Francisco. And, like any other legitimate 
business, they ought to be regulated and taxed. 

Instead the clubs operate in a strange, fuzzy area of 
law: Since the federal government still thinks they're 
breaking the law, they can't exactly get business licenses 
and file income tax returns. But some of the clubs and 
their advocates have taken that to mean they shouldn't 
be subject to any of the laws other businesses have to 
operate under — and that's crazy. 

Sup. Ross Mirkarimi has drafted a law that takes 
a reasonable middle-ground approach to the prob- 
lem, giving the clubs the right to sell pot (and 
even, in some cases, to have patients smoke it on the 
premises), but subjects them to some basic public- 
health and zoning laws. The bill isn’t perfect, but the 
supervisors ought to pass it and go back and fix any 
problems that occur after it’s implemented. 

There are a lot of practical problems with the 
current situation. Without zoning rules, the clubs 
can be situated anywhere, and when they’re too 
close to schools, or there are too many in one 
area, or too many clients are congregating outside, 
the neighbors get nervous. Some.neighborhood 
groups have gone to court to shut the clubs down, 


Ml arijuana, like alcohol, tobacco, and prostitution, 


and more of that’s likely to happen. In fact, the 
more the businesses clash with neighbors, the 
harder it’s going to be to keep the feds out (and to 
preserve the city’s ability to protect medical mar- 
ijuana sales in the long term). 

Mirkarimi, after months of work with all sides, 
has proposed that the Department of Public Health 
be the chief regulatory agency for pot clubs, and 
that they be required to follow a standard planning 
process to get permits, subject to the Planning 
Commission’s discretionary review. Initially 
Mirkarimi had wanted to require the clubs to keep 
some basic financial records (to ensure, among 
other things, that the employees were paid a legal 
wage). But the clubs pointed out that those records 
could be used against operators in federal crimi- 
nal cases, so he’s backed off. 

We get the point, but it’s still frustrating. Most of 
these clubs are run by well-meaning folks, but 


‘some are parts of larger chains with outlets in sev- 


eral cities and a clear profit motive, and none of 
them, frankly, are giving this stuff away. The prof- 


_ it margins in the business are high: A pound of pot 


that costs $3,500 wholesale goes for closer to $6,500 
when it’s broken into eighth-ounce packets and 
sold. And remember, this is all cash, untaxed in- 
come. There has to be a way for the city to get its fair 
share of tax revenue from the clubs, and we urge 
Mirkarimi to pursue that idea in the future. 

In the meantime, it’s not too much to ask that 
pot clubs accept modest regulations that will wind 
up helping them stay in business and will demon- 
strate that legal marijuana sales aren’t in any way 
harmful to society. * .

Is Mills Corp, using the YMCA 
as a beard for its waterfront mall?

* Blasted by opponents as an illegal 


“megamall” and overwhelmingly re- 
jected by the San Francisco Board of Su- 
pervisors, Mills Corp.'s Piers 27—31 proj- 
ect seemed to have just one thing going 
for it: a partnership with the universally 
beloved YMCA of San Francisco. 

Now as Mills tries to move the project 
ahead — the company will likely get an- 
other chance to convince the supes early 
next year — questions are being raised 
about its relationship with the Y. 

Sup. Tom Ammiano drew an inter- 
esting analogy during the hearing on 
Mills when he said, “The YMCA is being 
used as a beard.” 

The term beard refers to a woman that 
a closeted gay man would use as a date to 
public functions as cover for his homo- 
sexuality. So a beard is a deception or a 
false front. And in this case, Ammiano 
said Mills is using the YMCA as political 
cover to get what it really wants: a water- 
front shopping center and office park. 

Yet the hearing highlighted serious 
problems with Mills’s beard, most im- 
portant the fact that the YMCA hasn't yet 
raised any of the $30 million it had 
pledged for the project despite earlier 
promises by Mills that YMCA officials 
“have committed themselves to secur- 
ing the gifts and pledge commitments 
totaling the full $30 million by Dec. 31, 
2003.” 

YMCA president Chuck Collins ac- 
knowledged that the YMCA hasn't raised 
any money yet, but told the Bay Guard- 
ian, “Our funders are not interested in 
giving money to a project that is not yet 
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entitled.” Yet by then opponents fear the 
YMCA will have fulfilled its political role, 
leaving Mills free to exercise its right 
under its contract with the port to choose 
another recreation partner if the YMCA’s 
fundraising efforts flag. & 

“It’s become more of a concern that 
this is a bait and switch,” said Jon 
Golinger of the opposition group Citizens 
to Save the Waterfront. Although the 
YMCA has never raised anywhere close to 
$30 million for any single project, Collins 
said he believes it’s a reasonable goal. 

In the meantime, Mills has guaran- 
teed the port that it will fund the $30 
million facility even if the YMCA is un- 
able to raise-the money. But that pledge 
raises a whole new set of questions that 
port officials are trying to get answers 
to, such as whether the YMCA would be 
liable for any funding shortfalls and how 
that might affect its operations. 

Apparently the port is skeptical. In an 
Oct. 9 e-mail obtained by us under the 
Sunshine Ordinance, a port attorney 
asked Mills “to provide hard evidence 
and financial data showing” the YMCA‘s 
operations won't be hurt by its lack of 
fundraising. 

That evidencé wasn’t provided, be- 
cause of something that was dropped 
like a bombshell at the Oct. 18 board 
hearing: There is no. written agreement 
between Mills and the YMCA — noth- 
ing spelling out the YMCA pledge or its 
terms — even though that’s at the center 
of the argument for a project required by 
law to have recreational uses at its core. 

“T was floored to find out the YMCA 
didn’t have a signed contract with Mills,” 
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Sold: The YMCA has sold its central facility to a housing developer and will need to 


raise money to replace it at the same time it has pledged to raise $30 million for a 


new waterfront facility. 


Sup. Michela Alioto-Pier, who served on 
the Port Commission during much of its 
negotiations with Mills, said at the hear- 
ing. “It’s started to give me a lot of doubt 
about whether the YMCA is serious and 
really part of this project.” 

Both YMCA and Mills officials de- 
fend their arrangement as solid even if 
it isn’t yet written down. “It’s not like it 
won't happen; it’s just that it hasn’t 
happened yet,” Mills spokesperson Dave 
D’Onofrio said after the hearing. 

As for Collins — who himself is a 
former developer with WDG Ventures 
Inc., his projects including the Metre- 
on entertainment complex — said he 
trusted Mills to do right by the YMCA: 
“Tm negotiating in good faith, and I 
assume all the other parties are nego- 
tiating in good faith.” 

Meanwhile, the YMCA is also mak- 
ing commitments to another develop- 
er that raise further questions about 
whether it will get anywhere close to its 
$30 million fundraising goal. 

In August the YMCA announced 
that it was selling the Shih Yu-Lang 
Central YMCA, which has served the 
Tenderloin for almost 100 years, as well 
as two adjacent parking lots, to Oak- 
land—based developer AF Evans for an 
undisclosed sum, which will be used 
to rebuild the facility on a site down the 
block that the YMCA hopes to buy. 

Consistent with representations that 
Mills has made to the port, Collins told 
us both projects would be kept separate 
and that one would not affect the other. 


He also said the property sale won't 
completely cover the new canstruction 
costs, and the fundraising will be re- 
quired at the same time they are raising 
money for the Mills project. 

AF Evans president John Robert- 
son said his company plans to con- 
vert the building into 192 low-income 
rental units and housing for the home- 
less — taking advantage of public sub- 
sidies to do so — and to build towers of 
115 condominiums on the parking lots. 
While the condos won't be considered 
affordable, Robertson said his goal is to 
offer them for 10 to 20 percent below 
market rate. 

Nonetheless, some YMCA members 
are angry with what they consider the 
organization's role in gentrifying down- 
town and taking on financial commit- 
ments that could hurt the organiza- 
tion. Central YMCA member Jeffrey 
Laffranchini wrote a letter arguing, “It 
is unrealistic to think that the YMCA 
will be able to raise the funds to fi- 
nance a facility down on the water- 
front when they can’t maintain their 
existing buildings.” 

But Collins cautions against jumping 
to conclusions, saying that even though 
he’s limited as to what he can say about 
both development deals, it’s early in the 
process on both, and they know what 
they're doing: “One of the things we 
try to do in doing good work is to also 
be good businessmen.” *

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Losing a ‘Voice’ 


Why regulators should block the Village Voice-New Times deal

“Sometimes,” Village Voice Media CEO David 
Schneiderman announced in a memo to his staff 
Oct..24, “rumors turn out to be true.” 

His memo, which was quickly published on the 
Village Voice Web site, confirmed what the Bay 
Guardian first reported Aug. 31: The nation’s two 
largest alternative newspaper chains are planning 
to merge in a deal that will give Phoenix-based 
New Times Media control over 17 alt-weeklies. 

The new company, which will keep the Village 
Voice Media name, will be run by New Times Ex- 
ecutive Editor Mike Lacey and CEO Jim Larkin. 
Schneiderman, who has been with the Village 
Voice for more then 20 years, will run the Inter- 
net division. 

A source close to VVM’s side of the merger 
talks, who has provided reliable information in 
the past, told me that most top VVM executives 
will leave within 60 days and receive separation 
bonuses. 

The deal still requires approval by the US Justice 
Department, and the California attorney general's 
office is reviewing it. The two chains announced 
the merger earlier than planned, insiders told me, 
because the publicity that was generated by our 
stories has left staffers anxious and unhappy and 
because the constant “no comment’s in the face of 
pretty clear evidence were starting to make the 
parties look silly. 

In an era of increased news media consolidation, 
when major news outlets are the print and broad- 
cast equivalent of McDonald’s, the pact could 
bring more homogeneity to the last bastion of ir- 
reverance and print muckraking. It ought to be a 
matter of public concern. 

It’s still not final, though — and when the fed-

eral and state regulators sit down to review the deal, 
they might want to start with a’ few basic facts: 


1. The combined New Times-—Village Voice Media 
company would reach between 22 and 25 percent 
of the total circulation of the 126 members of the 
Association of Alternative Newsweeklies, accord- 
ing to AAN figures. That’s a phenomenal market 
share and would make the new corporate behe- 
moth a force far more dominant in its market 
than any of the giant daily newspaper chains are 
in theirs. Gannett, the largest of the daily opera- 
tions, claims a circulation of 7.6 million, which is 
just 13.8 percent of the 55 million paid dajly cir- 
culation in the nation. 

2. New Times, which is in effect taking over the 


weekly veteran and former publisher of the Chica~ 
go Reader, a paper with business ties to New 
Times, as saying “there may well be changes to the 
content of the papers being bought, and there will 
be people who think they are negative, in part be- 
cause New Times doesn’t endorse political can- 
didates.” (Lacey, as is his practice, did not re- 
spond to our questions.) 

Eliminating political endorsements from VVM 
papers will eliminate an important source of po- 
litical discussion and debate that goes far beyond 
the VVM markets of New York, Los Angeles, Or- 
ange County, Seattle, Minneapolis, and Nashville. 

3. The combined company will operate not 
only 17 newspapers but a national advertising 
sales operation called the Ruxton Group and a

six VVM papers, has a strict content formula 
that all of the papers in the chain follow — and 
that means the six papers in the VVM chain, in- 
cluding the Village Voice, the 50-year-old grand- 
daddy of all the alt-weeklies, will become part of 
the New Times cookie-cutter template. 

The Voice has had lots of owners, including the 
likes of Rupert Murdoch, but all of them have rec- 
ognized that the activist liberal paper has a suc- 


cessful market niche and didn’t try to change it.- 


Lacey will almost certainly mess with the product. 
The New York Times quotes Jane Levine, an alt- 


growing online classified ad program known as 
backpage.com. With the addition of the VVM 
papers, Ruxton will control alt-weekly advertis- 
ing in nearly all of the top media markets in the 
country, making it difficult for the competing 
Alternative Weekly Network to stay in business. 
That will have a negative impact on businesses 
that want to reach the young, affluent, urban alt- 
weekly audience. 

4. New Times has a history of attempting to sti- 
fle competition. In fact, the Justice Department

Property owners are getting savvy about asking for tax breaks. What will 
the next assessor do about it?

Here’s some free advice for the three candidates in 
the local assessor’s race: Talk to the voters about 
George Sibthorp. 

A real estate broker and longtime San Francis- 
co resident who works from his Pacific Heights 
home, this guy has a deep understanding about 
what makes the assessor’s office tick — and also 
what makes it dysfunctional. Who knows? He 
might even make a decent assessor, except that it 
would mean wrecking his own business. 

You see, Sibthorp makes a living getting people 
a break on their property taxes. He drums up 
business by stuffing mailboxes with offers to work 
on a contingency basis until his clients first win 
back some cash from the tax collector. Judging by 
public records on tax assessment appeals, Sibthorp 
has been quite successful. 

Why should the voters care? Because Sibthorp 
is cashing in on a service the Assessor’s Office 
should, in theory, be providing for free. With 
every triumph he shrinks the pool of funds for 
public services, and some say the fact that he does 
business at all indicates a significant problem in 
the Assessor’s Office. 

According to records from the Assessment Ap- 
peals Board, the agency that acts as a referee be- 


tween property owners and the assessor, Sibthorp 
has had business with 675 clients since 1991. Of 
those cases, he’s gathered enough evidence to ask 
for tax breaks almost 300 times, and he’s been 
successful about 4 times out of every 5. 

Ron Chun, a candidate for assessor and former 
appeals board member, remembers him as a guy 
who came prepared. “He understood what the 
board wanted to see in a presentation,” Chun told 
the Bay Guardian. 

In his own eyes, Sibthorp views the work as a 
form of public service. “I think people have a 
right to appeal if they feel they've been over- 
taxed, and all I’m doing is helping them do that,” 
Sibthorp told us. ¢ 

Sibthorp said he’s helping small property own- 
ers navigate a system they generally find intimi- 
dating and don’t understand. He highlighted a 
bunch of reasons why someone would want pro- 
fessional help when dealing with the assessor. It 
saves time and money, and some folks don’t even 
know they can appeal their property tax assess- 
ment, he said. 

But what most people also don’t know is that 
property owners can request to review their case 
with a hearing officer, which allows them to talk 
things over without all the formal steps required 


to visit the assessment appeals board. Glenn 
Barnes, head of the California Assessors Associ- 
ation, told us the public should not have to pay 
for these services. 

Some agents charge a flat payment up front, 
and others record an hourly fee, while Sibthorp 
takes half the initial savings from his appeal. 

In some ways Sibthorp is the embodiment of 
what’s wrong with municipal government in 
San Francisco: The average guy or gal has to 
turn to a fixer or an insider to get anything 
done. The Assessor’s Office seems to be a lot 


’ like the Department of Building Inspection — 


where paid “permit expediters” work the system 
for contractors and homeowners — and lots of 


other local government agencies. ¥ 


As far as we can tell, none of the candidates 
are talking about Sibthorp and his ilk on the 
campaign trail. But when contacted for this 
story, they all said his business suggests there’s 
a problem in the Assessor’s Office, and each 
candidate offered different ideas for stanching 
the flow of public funds that leaks out in the 
form of tax breaks. 

Chun said part of the reason people pay 
Sibthorp is because the Assessor’s Office han- 
dles requests for tax reductions too slowly, The 
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had to swat down an illegal New Times-VVM 
market-fixing arrangement in 2003 that led to the 
closure of papers in Los Angeles and Cleveland. 
SF Weekly, the New Times affiliate in San Fran- 
cisco, has been engaged in a pattern of anticom- 
petitive activity that violates state law,.a Bay 
Guardian lawsuit is charging. 


All of that could easily be interpreted as violating the 
1976 Hart-Scott-Rodino Act, which requires federal 
government approval for any merger of acquisi- 
tion that could lessen competition in the market- 
place. 

The US Justice Department declined comment 
on the merger except to say, through a spokesper- 
son who asked not to be named, “We are aware of 
the situation.” Nathan Barankin, a press aide to 
California attorney general Bill Lockyer, was a 
bit more forthcoming: “We have received notice 
of the proposed merger,” he told me, “and we 
have opened a preliminary inquiry into any a- 
titrust concerns.” 

Final approval is expected to take several 
months. “* 


PS: The merger announcement came just 10 days 
after Richard Goldstein, the onetime Village Voice 
executive editor, who had worked at the paper for 38 
yeurs, filed a scathing legal complaint charging the 
paper’s management with sexual harassment and al- 
leging antigay slurs. The lawsuit, sources in New 
York say, has roiled the newsroom and created con- 
siderable buzz in the heated New York media gossip 
world.

assessor doesn’t give property owners enough 
information about relevant property transac- 
tions either, which means people have to rely 
more on Sibthorp’s research, he said. Chun 
told us he’d improve on both those areas but 
doesn’t expect that will make Sibthorp’s busi- 
ness dry up. 

Phil Ting, the current assessor, who Mayor 
Gavin Newsom appointed to run the office 
three months ago, after former assessor Mabel 
Teng resigned, told us if he gets elected, driving 
out Sibthorp’s business is exactly what he hopes 
to do. “We need to make sure these folks don’t 
make any money,’ he said. 

Primarily Ting wants to tighten up the as- 
sessment appeals process to deal with outright 
fraud. He proposes a watchdog effort, modeled 
on an IRS program, that would reward people 
for busting property owners who withhold in- 
formation to save on property taxes. But doing 


~ so, he said, would also help put up more resist- 


ance to the sort of business Sibthorp runs. 

Sup. Gerardo Sandoval told us Sibthorp rep- 
resents only a small part of what's going on in as- 
sessment appeals. He said the real problem lies 
with downtown commercial property owners 
who are doing the same thing Sibthorp does, only 
they’re much more sophisticated about it. 

“What’s happening is, there’s a snowball effect 
taking place,” Sandoval said. “The word is out 
that the people running the Assessor’s Office are 
incompetent, and it’s a free-for-all.”

3€ Marijuana plants, which stand four to seven feet tall, are gar- & 


led with dense clusters of fragrant, seedless buds that must be 


lly picked and cured before they are dampened by winter rains 
eized by law enforcement, which has set a record by destroying 
Fover one million marijuana plants this year. 


The 50 trimmers at this clandestine grow site work 16- 
hour days for three weeks, hand-trimming top-grade mar- 
ijuana destined for medical marijuana patients and dispen- 
saries in San Francisco. 

“Tt’s a race against time,” says Antie M, manager of the 

f Green Mountain Farm collective, which is cultivating 280 
plants for 125 patients. 

Under state law, caregivers and patients are permitted 
to grow marijuana for a group of patients and can be re- 
imbursed for their expenses. In exchange for allowing the 
growers to post medical cannabis recommendations 
from patients’ doctors at the grow site — providing 
some degree of legal protection for the growers — the 
patients receive free cannabis. Most collectives meet 
their expenses by selling their surplus pot to dispensaries 
or directly to other patients. 

Each patient at this collective will receive a quarter pound 
of free cannabis, plus a chance to take in beautiful scenery, 
eat good food, and listen to live music. 

While San Francisco city supervisors haggle over cultiva- 
tion limits and zoning restrictions for medical cannabis dis- 
pensaries (see sidebar), there’s another reality taking place a 
couple hundred miles to the north. Whatever the supervisors 
decide, someone has to grow all the pot that gets smoked by 
patients in the city — and no matter how friendly city offi- 

s cials are to the end product, the growers are still hounded by 
law enforcement. 

The trim camp at Green Mountain Farm is only one of 
many such gatherings taking place throughout northern 
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California this month. And this constellation of quasi-legal 
outdoor marijuana grow sites doesn’t just cultivate exquisite 
medical cannabis. 

The farmers who tend these plants are also creating 


environmentally and socially responsible cannabis farms % 


very different from the armed, old-school, commercial mar- 
ijuana plantations that feed an insatiable market but often 
damage the land. 

An estimated 80 percent of the medical cannabis 


consumed in San Francisco comes from outside the city. Let’s § 


follow some of these buds as they make their way into town. 


Family farm : 
Quietly cultivating a cannabis crop and then hosting 50 
trimmers at a clandestine grow site miles from a power line 
requires impressive planning. Arriving blindfolded at Green 
Mountain Farm, I discover a comfortable camp resembling 
an agricultural version of a Rainbow Family gathering. 

The trimmers at Green Mountain sleep in a tidy tent vil- 
lage and eat tasty vegetarian meals prepared by two paid 
cooks in a well-equipped kitchen complete with two gas 
ranges and two refrigerators. They take hot showers and 
listen to music from a laptop and iPods — all powered by a 
generator running on 50¢-a-gallon vegetable oil. 

The cultivators here trucked in $30,000 worth of compost 
to privately owned land to ensure that their cannabis met San 
Francisco standards. 


Under California law, patients and caregiver-cultivators are &

patient unless the county or a doctor au- 
thorizes more. Mendocino County al- 
lows 100 square feet of plant canopy per 
patient. Antie M, who is descended from 
eight generations of tobacco farmers, says 
the lush plants in this garden meet those 
guidelines. 

The water that sustains this crop is 
supplied by a well. A 10,000-gallon tank 
feeds the irrigation system for the garden, 
which grows to the edge of the kitchen. A 
75-foot-long temporary structure, which 
serves as a trimming and drying room, 
stands nearby. 

The atmosphere in the camp is relaxed 
but focused. There are no alcohol, hard 
drugs, or weapons, and everyone must 
be quiet by midnight. Some people smoke 
cannabis while they work. The night I 
visit, the camp puts on a talent show. A 
shiatsu massage therapist is on hand for 
those with aching shoulders. 


“We live together and work together, — 


we sit and trim plants all day long, it is a 
very harmonious organization,’ a 56- 
year-old trimmer named Jojo says. 

The trimmers at Green Mountain 
Farm range in age from 18 to 65. They are 
people of color, white folks, queer, 
straight. Antie M says he met many of 
the trimmers at music festivals and other 
gatherings. Others are simply friends. 
Many trimmers are patients from the col- 
lective who also get their free quarter 
pound, Some are not. 

The trimmers are paid in cannabis, 
and the pay scale is set up to encourage 
a rapid harvest. Trimmers earn 2.5 grams 
of cannabis an hour for the first 100 
hours, 3 grams for the next 100, and 3.5 
grams per hour after that. After the first 
200 hours, those who work 8 hours a 
day can make an ounce — worth $400 
retail —a day. 

According to Antie M, 90 percent of 
the grow is sold to medical cannabis dis- 
pensaries. The rest goes to patients in the 
collective and workers: Trimmers who 
work hard the entire season can leave 
with as much as $8,000 to $10,000 worth 
of cannabis. 

“A patient can get their entire year’s 
supply of marijuana,” Antie M says. 
“(With] what people earn here, they can 
support themselves for a year, they can 
live their dreams, travel.” 

“Tf you put in.a long day, you can earn 
two ounces a day,” says a sixtysomething 
trimmer named Sheila, who clips steadi- 
ly at the bud in his hands. “Thank you, 
God. I came to work, and I would love to 
hold on to a half pound and sell the rest, 
maybe a pound and a half or more.” 

Sheila, Antie M, and many other peo- 
ple at Green Mountain Farm are queer 
men, radical fairies who say watching 
friends die from HIV/AIDS motivated 
them to become cultivators. A trimmer 
named Keer, who has lived with HIV for 
10 years, sits quietly on the sofa inside the 
camp kitchen. He says he first started 
cultivating marijuana 15 years ago with 
medical cannabis pioneer Dennis Peron. 
Keer says Peron emphasized growing 
high-quality cannabis, not just quick 
marijuana crops designed to generate 
fast cash. 

“When Dennis and Brownie Mary 


came along and started the Medical 
Cannabis Buyers Club in San Francisco, 
it felt safe, and people could get higher- 
quality marijuana that was not sprayed or 
at least organic,” Keer says. “The seed they 
planted caused people to start educating 
each other, and it grew into a communi- 
ty and set a good example.” 


Community service 

Not all the growers are men. Green Witch 
and members of her all-women’s 
cannabis collective slip quietly into San 
Francisco one night, taking a break from 
their harvest up north. High Priestess 
Farm, which the collective operates, serves 
24 mostly low-income women in San 
Francisco, who each receive six ounces 
of free cannabis every year. 

A member of the collective, named 
Elf, runs three patient-support groups. 
She works with eight collectives, which 
contribute free cannabis each week and 
earn the money to feed at least 100 indi- 
gent San Francisco patients. 

“The old-school model are drug deal- 
ers, and the new-school model are com- 
munity workers and healers,’ Green Witch 
says. “Our business structure is not about 
a guy who is never on the land but gets a 
huge percentage. We share the responsi- 
bilities, the risk and profit, evenly.” 

Mary Jane, a 63-year-old elder in the 
medical cannabis community who 
grows for the Grandmother Farm col- 
lective, in Mendocino County, also helps 
supply dispensaries. Her collective pro- 
vides a pound of free cannabis to pa- 
tients who are often unable to grow it for 
themselves. 

Plant yields vary wildly. Mary Jane, 
whose plants have been besieged by fog 
and rain this year, says she'll be lucky if she 
gets two ounces per plant, 

Mary Jane says she’s working with the 
Mendocino Branch of the Medical Mar- 
ijuana Patients Union to develop LINK, a 
matchmaking service between cultiva- 
tors and patients. “If we have a number of 


small collectives growing for patients, we _ 


can help prevent profiteering and make 
sure patients get their medicine,” Mary 
Jane says. 


While the collectives have protection 
under state law, all are concerned about_ 
being raided by federal authorities. The 
women keep their grows under 100 plants. 


— the cutoff for a federal five-year 
mandatory minimum prison sentence. 


“There isa legal fund for the risk-tak- 
ers, and our sister farms make sure thatno- 
matter what happens to us, our patients: 


will get their medicine,” Elf says. 
The women of High Priestess Farm 


~ emphasize that they run an organic 


farm. Benedict, who spent five and a 
half months alone tending the plants 
at Green Mountain Farm, shares these 
values. And he is wary of a possible raid 
by law enforcement. When he first ar- 
rived, Benedict says, he was frightened of 
being arrested. “I'd lie awake at night 
completely terrified.” 

One day law enforcement paid a visit. 
Three helicopters surfaced over the ridge 
and circled the grow, hovering so low 
that Benedict says he made eye contact 
with the officers inside. Those officers, 


Benedict says, worked for CAMP, the Cal- 
ifornia Department of Justice’s Campaign 
Against Marijuana Planting, which de- 
stroyed almost 100,000 marijuana plants 
in Mendocino County this summer. 

That time, he was in luck: They never 
came back. 


The old world 

The officers of CAMP meet at dawn for a 
raid in the Shasta Trinity National Forrest. 
CAMP is an interagency marijuana erad- 
ication task force, and there are officers 
here from eight law-enforcement organ- 
izations, including the National Guard. 
Five CAMP units, with 15 officers each, 
are on call around the state to support 
local law enforcement when they raid 
marijuana gardens. 

The men wear camouflage and carry a 
variety of weapons: AK-47s, .22 rifles, 
.410/.22 combination guns, Colt 
sidearms, and M 16s. There’s a helicopter 
on site, which transports a Short Term 
Airborne Operations team that drops 
agents into marijuana grows. The heli- 
copter has flown five days a week since 
May and burns a hundred gallons of fuel 
a day. 

CAMP commander Michael Johnson 
says he relies on county officials to tell him 
whether a grow site is a posted medical 
marijuana garden in compliance with 
local cultivation limits. He says CAMP 
is not a threat to medical marijuana 
farms. 

”“To my knowledge, we have not been 
involved in one medical marijuana grow 
all this year,’ Johnson says. 

As a California law-enforcement offi- 
cer, Johnson says he respects state medical 
marijuana laws and has orders from the 
state attorney general's office not to step 
outside them. 

“There is so much commercial mari- 
juana out there, we don’t have time to 
deal with medical marijuana,” Johnson 
says. “We are focused on the large gar- 
dens-for-profit, and there are plenty of 
those to keep us busy.” 

Johnson says CAMP has destroyed well 
over a million plants this season, up from 
621,000, in 2004. 

Funded by the state and federal gov- 
ernment, CAMP’s 2004 budget of $1 mil- 
lion was increased by 30 percent this year, 
Johnson says. He says his unit targets

multi-thousand-plant grows that are 
mostly on public land. 

Jason Gassaway, of the Shasta County 
Sheriff's Department, arrives with his 
dog, Jet, whose job is to run down sus- 
pects fleeing from a grow. “Most of the 
grows are armed, so it’s good for us to pre- 
vent deadly encounters,’ Gassaway says. 
“Most of the time, when they see a dog, 
they give up.” 

Johnson says three hunting parties 
have encountered armed growers this 


_year. A cultivator near Los Gatos was 


killed earlier this summer in a shoot-out 
with a Fish and Game officer, who was 
wounded in the exchange. 

We pile into trucks, drive to a trail- 
head, then hike silently up a steep slope. 
A half mile up the hill, we see irrigation 


hoses and smell cannabis. I look down ~ 


and see we are surrounded by marijuana 
plants — or what’s left of them. The en- 


tire garden, camouflaged under oak trees, 
has been harvested. An agent estimates the 
grow appears to have been several thou- 
sand plants, cut down a few weeks ago. 

The plants, terraced on the hillside, 
appear to have been small. The stalks that 
remain support runty, shriveled buds. A 
detective on the raid says most of the 
marijuana on these farms is sold for 
$2,500 a pound out of state because it 
doesn’t meet the standards Californians 
expect from their cannabis. 

Kris Hermes, legal campaign director 
with Americans for Safe Access, a pa- 
tients’ rights group, says he has heard no 
reports this year of marijuana grows raid- 
ed by CAMP. But he notes that medical 
cannabis growers around the state con- 
tinue to be prosecuted by local, state, and 
federal authorities. He points to two col- 
lectives in Butte and E] Dorado counties

raided by local sheriffs last month. 

Down the hill from the harvested gar- 
den, we find what remains of the growers’ 
camp. They've left behind their camp 
stove, plastic sheeting, pots and pans, and 
pieces of cardboard that appear to have 
been slept on. No snug tent village or lov- 
ingly prepared food for these farmers. 

Agent Eddy, a quiet Latino man, says 
many of the farmers apprehended in 
the gardens this year come from one 
Mexican state. 

“They come from very poor towns in 
Michoacan; the organizers go there and 
pay them a couple of thousand of dollars 
to come here and farm marijuana,” he 
says. “I don’t think I'd want to stay here all 
season and live like this.” 

Johnson says CAMP made 46 arrests 
this year, almost all Mexican field-workers. 
He says the grow owners are members of 
Mexican cartels that plant multiple large 
grows with the assumption that a certain 
percentage of them will get raided.

~ {don’t understand why he shut eight clubs down,” said Cathy Smith, proprietor of the 
HopeNet medical cannabis dispensary, which would close if Daly’s proposed zoning 
carve-out went into effect. She and members of Americans for Safe Access (ASA) flood- 
ed Daly’s office with angry phone calls over the next few days, and Daly is now consid- 
ering rescinding his motion, 

The conflict highlights the convoluted politics at play, swirling together honest neigh- 
borhood concerns, a backlash against the proliferation of pot dispensaries in the city, pos- 
turing politicians, existing clubs trying to maintain market share, new clubs trying to break 
in, and the needs and desires of those who use marijuana.

“Law enforcement loves to issue sen- 
sational statements grabbing the public at- 
tention and providing a favorable envi- 
ronment to justify their harsh reactions to 
marijuana cultivation and distribution,” 
Hermes says. 

But CAMP officers are just as sincere 
about the righteousness of their cause as 
the medical cannabis growers are about 
theirs. Many agents point to the environ- 
mental damage done by commercial 
grows, and it’s clear this grow site was no 
environmentally sensitive cannabis farm. 
We see bags of nitrogen fertilizer, rat poi- 
son, and malathion pesticide, which the 
agents say leaches into the local water 
supply. The hillside and the growers’ camp 
are strewn with trash. 

When we descend the hill, I ask Agent 
Jeff Wallace if he thinks the environmen- 
tal damage from grows on public land 
would be eliminated if marijuana could be 
cultivated openly. “I wouldn’t agree with 
that argument,” he says. “It’s still a gateway 
drug for meth or cocaine; I wouldn’t want 
my kids out there recreationally smok- 
ing marijuana.” 

Johnson argues it would be too difficult 
to control the quality of legal marijuana, 
and public land provides rent-free, cheap, 
well-hidden grow sites. “People grow mar- 
ijuana freely in Mendocino, Johnson says. 
“But there are still hundreds of illegal gar- 
dens. Why would legalization stop that if 
there is a market and money to be made 
growing it?” 

Sheila, the trimmer at Green Moun- 
tain Farm, disagrees, pointing out that 
large marijuana grows are still illegal. “The 
laws that were created force people to be 
clandestine,” Sheila says. “They have cre- 
ated a problem for themselves; it is a way 
to keep busy,” 


The trim continues 

Meanwhile, back at Green Mountain 
Farm, the trimmers work with quiet in- 
tensity harvesting Trainwreck, Grand 
Daddy Purple, New York City Diesel, 
Super Kush, and other cannabis strains 
grown at the site. 

Each carefully numbered plant is first 
chopped at the base with pruning shears, 
and the branches are cut off with buds in- 
tact. The branches are trimmed and 
brought to the fanners, who cut off the 
larger outer leaves with two patented 
Canadian TrimPro machines that look 


like giant fans inside a metal mesh cage. 

The roughly trimmed stalks are car- 
ried over to hand trimmers, who sit 
among the plants on a sunny ridge. Using 
tiny scissors, the trimmers carefully shape 
the buds. The trim is gathered in card- 
board boxes on their laps and sent to trim 
racks, where it is dried and used to make 
hash or marijuana edibles. 

After manicuring, the stalks are walked 
over to the dry room, kept at a constant 50 
to 60 percent humidity with the help of a 
humidifier, a dehumidifier, an air condi- 
tioner, and a swamp cooler. The buds are 
dried for 10 days before being snipped 
off the stalks and bagged. 

Antie M says his intention for Green 
Mountain Farm is that it be a place of 
healing where people can ease off alcohol, 
hard drugs, and turbulence in their lives. 
A handsome young trimmer named 


use ladybugs, not pesticides, for aphid control. Right, carefully cultivated pot plants hug the ground. 


interesting to see what happens between 
now and Halloween.” 


The risk 

Up in Lake County, Eddy Lepp’s collective 
openly cultivated the largest-known med- 
ical cannabis crop —~ 32,000 plants — 
and was busted by the DEA. He’s now in 
federal court pleading a religious defense, 
because federal law does not allow him a 
medical defense. If convicted, he could 
serve life in prison. 

Phil and Bobby, the cultivators at the 
Oak Tree Farm collective, in Lake Coun- 
ty, are keeping a close watch on their grow. 
To prevent potentially losing their entire 
crop to law enforcement, they grew a sec* 
ond, early harvest in their greenhouse, 
forcing the buds to mature early using 
light-deprivation techniques. 

The two growers have also banded with

Travis Wade, who says he used cannabis to 
kick a methamphetamine habit, says liv- 
ing on the land is strengthening his body. 
A trimmer named Shockra, who fled his 
damaged house in New Orleans and 
refugee camps, says the money he makes 
trimming will help him start a new life. 

“Creating community is a major driv- 
ing factor in bringing this all together,” says 
Antie M, who arranged for a six-piece 
band to play all last weekend at his trim 
camp. “I want it to be an incredible expe- 
rience for people.” 

Task Antie M if he’s worried about get- 
ting busted. He says two of his grows were 
raided in previous years by county au- 
thorities who seized the crop but declined 
to press charges. He says he has learned to 
plant smaller grows and has no animosi- 
ty toward law enforcement. 

“Tf they really want me, they can come 
and get me, but I am really trying to 
play by the rules,” Antie M says after 
dinner at Forrest Farm, a smaller 100- 
plant grow he also manages. “It will be

other small cannabis farms to create an in- 


surance fund that would partially reim- _ 


burse a farm that gets raided or suffers 
crop failure. 

But these cultivators say one of their 
greatest concerns is simply being robbed. 
“The biggest risk is our neighbors,” says 
Bobby, who says two men jumped the 
fence in the middle of last year’s harvest 
and demanded a payoff. “Someone was 
going around with a map of the farms 
last year strong-arming people.” 

“You can call the local authorities and 
have them come out and support you 
and just hope that they don’t turn you 
over to the feds,” Phil says. 

Back in San Francisco, Hector is also 
worried about federal agents. His 350- 
plant indoor grow, which produces about 
two ounces per plant, supplies a 12-mem- 
ber patient collective, two dispensaries, 
and an AIDS hospice. Over the past year, 
Hector says, more of San Francisco’s med-

ical cannabis is coming in from outside the 
city because it’s become perilous and cost- 
ly to grow in town. “I am concerned about 
the San Francisco Police Department kick- 
ing in the door because of their past co- 
operation with federal officials,” he says. 

San Francisco’s proposed dispensary 
regulations offer no specific protections for 
grow collectives. City supervisors are de- 
bating cultivation limits. The regulations 
attempt to protect dispensaries under state 
law by defining them as “any association, 
cooperative or collective of ten more qual- 
ified patients or primary caregivers that fa- 
cilitates the lawful distribution of medical 
cannabis.” 

Some dispensaries have become grow 
collectives to comply with the law. But 
Hector says his collective, which does not 


run a retail operation, has no intention of 


registering with the city and revealing the 
location of its grow. To do so would be too 
dangerous and expensive. “We are not 
going to pay $7,000 in permitting fees to 
give away free marijuana to hospices,” 
Hector says. 


On the road 
Antie M still has to get his cannabis into 
the city. We load up his vehicle with sev- 
eral pounds of dried, manicured bud and 
head into San Francisco. “I’ve got some 
Trainwreck,” he says on the phone to a 
dispensary manager. “It’s very sparkly.” 

State law allows eight ounces of medical 
cannabis to be transported for each patient 
but doesn’t explicitly permit sales to dis- 
pensaries. Each county has different lim- 
its and interpretations by law enforce- 
ment. They could seize the cannabis and 
arrest us. 

Antie M asks me to keep an eye on the 


speedometer. He says he learned to abide 
by motor vehicle laws after he was stopped 
once for running a stop sign with two 
pounds of pot in the car. We drive like 
model citizens. | watch for police. Near 
San Francisco City Hall, we get stuck in 
heavy traffic. As we approach the dispen- 
sary, I ask Antie M please not to make an 
illegal left-hand turn. 

We arrive without incident, park legal- 
ly, and walk into a dispensary. It’s evening, 
and the place is almost empty. We sit be- 
hind the counter, and Antie M and the 
clerk look at the cannabis under the mi- 
croscope. It shows no sign of rot or pests 
and shimmers with droplets of resin. 
“Beautiful job; well done,” the clerk says. 

The room is pungent. Purchasers come 
and go. A patient asks for Trainwreck and 
is told they'll have it soon. It takes Antie M 
almost an hour to find a scale large 
enough to weigh his cannabis; the triple 
beam scale is too small. We finally find a 
larger scale to weigh the crop. The buds 
weigh eight and a half pounds. 

Antie M agrees to a price of $3,600 a 
pound. He is pleased to discover that while 
most of his plants yield an average of one 
and three quarter pounds of buds, he has 
just sold a plant that yielded almost three 
pounds. 

He steps into an enclosed alleyway be- 
hind the dispensary and loads the trans- 
parent bags of cannabis into a bucket. 
The dispensary owner pulls the bucket 
up to his second floor office and sends 
down $5,000 in cash. The rest of the 
cannabis will be sold on consignment. 

Antie M puts the cash in a bag and 
heads back up to Green Mountain Farm, 
where the harvest continues. **

Charge cars 


Local car hackers help San Franciscans plug into the Ie:

t stealthily passes you on the road, polluting the air with 

nothing more than a low hum. You pull up closer, cau- 

tious of this anomaly, and notice not only the absence of 

lung-charring exhaust but also that it altogether lacks a 

tailpipe. “That’s an SUV?” you ask as you remind your- 
self that you just paid almost three bucks a gallon to fill your 
own vehicle’s tank. i 

If you weren't already disenchanted with America’s un- 
healthy romance with oil, you probably are by now — es- 
pecially with new forms of fuel progressively proving to be 
cheaper, more available, and all around better for you and 
your car. Biodiesel allows you to fuel up basically for free at 
your local burger joint. Compressed natural gas is going for 
$2 a gallon, with the added bonus of producing zero emis- 
sions, and driving a nonpolluting vehicle grants you free pas- 
sage through bridge tollbooths. And the simple technology 
surrounding electric-powered vehicles (also called EVs) is 
causing locals to kick the gas habit for good. 

“By converting to electric, a new car need not be man- 
ufactured,” says Larry Rhodes (749 Moultrie, SP. 415-550- 
8585), a renegade car hacker who, for a fair price, will 
convert you favorite car’s engine into an electric one. 
Rhodes mostly converts old Rabbits, Geos, and other res- 
urrected compact cars at their owners’ garages for around 
$3,000, or he will give them free advice on how to install 
the electric engine themselves. Down in Santa Cruz, Elec- 
tro Automotive (POB 1113, Felton, CA 95018-1113. 831- 
429-1989, www.electroauto.com) has been converting cars, 
trucks, and SUVs for 26 years. These two resources offer 
great do-it-yourself advice as well as cheap and helpful 
service, if need be. 

It used to.be that EVs were available from a number of 
manufacturers, because California had strict laws requiring 
that by 2003 a portion of all cars for sale be zero-emission 
vehicles. But ever since California’s zero-emissions laws 
were repealed in 2003, EV availability has diminished. Ac- 
cording to www.dontcrush.com, the car companies not 
only stopped manufacturing EVs but also went as far as to 
smash all electric cars on-their lots, as well as to seize and de- 
stroy all EVs in the possession of leaseholders. 

Why did this happen? Well, imagine how oil companies, 
which joined forces with car companies to fight the suit that 
lead to the repeal of zero-emissions laws, feel about cars, 
trucks, and SUVs that don’t require $40 of gas a week. EVs, 


however, can plug into a washing machine outlet and go for 


the next 50 miles, costing just 1¢ per mile. Or what about

parts manufacturers, which are often owned by car com- 
panies? With electric cars, head gaskets, fan belts, spark 
plugs, mufflers, smog checks, oil changes, and grease- 
stained mechanics all become distant headaches, with 
your only concerns being occasional battery replacements, 
flat tires, and secretly missing the visits to your grease- 
stained mechanic. 

Some electric-car owners are going one step further in 
conservation by charging their cars from their solar-powered 
homes. Sherry Boschert, who drives an electric SUV around 
town, boasts, “My car essentially runs on sunshine. I like 
driving past gas stations, knowing my car isn’t spewing 
gunk into bicyclists’ faces.” 

One of the biggest gripes about electric cars is that their 
range is limited. Back in the day of the Ewings and the 
Carringtons, this argument might have had some merit. 
Today, however, the average commuter drives 30 miles per 
day, while the average battery system fuels an electric vehi- 
cle for more than 50 miles per charge. Commuter favorites 
such as Oakland, San Jose, Fremont, Berkeley, and bustling 
Mill Valley are all within reach. Wine-tasting hubs in Sono- 
ma and Napa, hiking destinations at Mt. Tamalpais and 
Muir Woods, and sunnier beaches up in Stinson and down 
in Half Moon Bay all fall within the 50-mile radius as well. 

The recent popularity of electric vehicles has prompted 
many places around the Bay Area to provide electric refu- 
eling stations. Fill up for free at Costco (450 10th St., SF. 415- 
626-4288). Or recharge while you park (most parking lots 
and garages have outlets). For longer trips, pull over at an 
RV park or go to www.evchargernews.com for a list of - 
charging locations along the interstate. 

And if youre ready to toss your engine and gas tank, 
keep in mind that car hacking is no more difficult than 
changing a tire. Web sites such as www.evsource.com and 
www.eaaev.org will guide you through the home installation 
process. Sign up at www.evdl.org to find local car hackers 
who would be more than happy to convert your car for free, 
their payment being the satisfaction of one less deposit in 
the oil companies’ bank accounts.

Of course, now that flu 
shots are freely available — unlike last year, when massive shortages meant I 
went without one — it turns out they aren’t going to help much. Sure, they'll

shit against avian flu. And avian flu is the one everybody is predicting will 
usher in the next scary pandemic. 

That’s why I tried to order some Tamiflu, an antiviral drug, on the Internet. 
wasn't sure whether it was sold to me legally. But imagining that it was on its 
way gave me the warm feeling of safety I associate with the ebbing of paranoia 
just like when I stockpiled a bunch of water, canned food, and candles for 
“emergencies.” I kept picturing this nightmarish, flu-induced apocalypse in 
which only the people with Tamiflu survive. Then I found out my Tamiflu 
wouldn't be coming. Apparently all the gray-market pharmacies are cracking 
down and asking for legitimate prescriptions. Plus, doctors in Vietnam are 
reporting that avian flu is becoming resistant to Tamiflu. Relenza, another antivi- 
ral, may be our only hope. 

So far I’ve resisted the urge to order pseudolegal doses of Relenza too. 

All this is moot in developing nations, where few people have access to flu 
shots or antivirals, even if they could get prescriptions. Swiss pharmaceutical 
megacorp Roche owns the patent on Tamiflu and refuses to give it up, which 
means com-

In India, where a pandemic could be deadlier than the recent tsunami, pharma 
geeks are taking matters into their own hands. Cipla, an Indian company famous 
for reverse-engineering popular patented drugs like Viagra, has vowed to have a 
generic version of Tamiflu, called oseltamivir, on the market within months. 


Roche reps have denied that it would be possible for Cipla to reverse-engineer the 

drug so quickly, but Cipla chair Dr. Yusuf Hamied told the New York Times that M OROCCAN 
scientists at his company had already completed the process. Meanwhile, lawyers STYLE 

is infringing. But when exactly should these patent laws be suspended? After the 

pandemic is in full force? By that tiie it will be too late: People will be dying in FURNITURE

at Roche say they’re not ruling out suing for patent infringement, even though 
international laws allow for suspending patents in times of emergency. 
The problem is that we don’t have the emergency yet, and so technically Cipla 


droves, and it could take a year to reverse-engineer and manufacture the drug. 

I think my point is obvious. There is something profoundly unjust about the 
patent system, especially when applied to drugs that save lives. Lawrence Lessig 
and other intellectual property reformers have made this point before, but it 
seems particularly salient now. Pandemics are just one example of how current 
exemptions to patent laws aren’t enough. People need access to patented phar- 
maceuticals now, not when the emergency hits. I understand Roche wants to 
make money, but it’s held the patent on Tamiflu for more than a decade. Now it’s 
time to share — and save lives in the process. 

On top of the whole killing-people thing, overly restrictive patent laws also 
artificially retard the process of innovation. If Cipla had been allowed to use 
some of the techniques pioneered by patent holders, it might have invented a 
better version of Tamiflu by now — one that would defeat avian flu. 

One possible way to address this problem would be to create a class of drugs 
that could only be released under some kind of compulsory patent license. This 
would force companies to license their drugs, although they'd still get compen- 
sated, Since most pharma companies already make their drugs available at 
reduced rates in developing countries, oné could imagine reduced rates on the 
license for developing nations too. Drugs that prevent pandemics, for example, 
would clearly be suitable for the compulsory license. So would drugs for dis- 
eases, like AIDS, that afflict millions. 

Pharmaceutical companies would still be able to make big bucks on frill quali- 
ty-of-life drugs like Viagra and Valium. Cosmetic drugs would become the cash Desi 
cows, strictly patented, while crucial, life-saving drugs would be set free. I'd be 
happy to pay a little more for my next dose of Viagra today if it meant that some 
guy in India could reverse-engineer an antiviral tomorrow. “

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The bread line

t would take a heart of stone to 

read travelers’ accounts of modern 

Vietnam and not feel, somehow, a 

pulse of hope. Around .the lakes of 

central Hanoi (where a young John 
McCain was dunked after his war- 
plane was shot from the skies in the 
late 1960s), people now jog and eat 
lunch amid handsome landscaping; 
there and elsewhere in the land, 
tourism thrives, and coffee is grown 
for export. This last, I must say, gives a 
slight shiver, for Vietnam, as a neigh- 
bor and longtime adjunct of China, is 
tea country. Coffee, like bread, seems 
French, and while Vietnam had more 
than a century’s colonial experience 
of the French and is surely one of the 
most Frenchified nations in Asia, one 
would not care to go there and find 
the hotels serving brioche and café au 
lait, though I suppose many do. 

The absence or presence of bread 
is, in fact, one of the more conspicu- 
ous lines of demarcation between 
Asian and European restaurants in 
this city. If you pop into any French 
or Italian place, any German or Polish 
or Hungarian place, any American 
place, you will almost certainly find 
yourself peering into a basket of com- 
plimentary bread in short order. Most 
high-end Chinese and Vietnamese 
and Thai places, by contrast, don’t 
have bread to bring you even if you 
ask for it. 

Among the chief exceptions to this 
rule is the Vietnamese sandwich, 
which is basically a split baguette 
laden with Vietnamese-style meat 
(lemongrass beef, et cetera), along 
with shredded carrot, fine rice noo- 
dles, nuoc nam, and other such ac- 
cents typical of Indochina. Viet- 
namese sandwiches have been a vogue 
item hereabouts for several years (in 
part, no doubt, because of their mod- 
est cost), and while they can be had at 
all sorts of places around town, there 
is probably no better place to sample 


them than New Loi’s, a combination 
sandwich shop, pho house, and fami- 
ly-style Vietnamese restaurant at the 
confluence of the Taraval Street 
restaurant row and 19th Avenue, that 
ever-flowing river of automotive traf- 
fic between the peninsula and the 
Golden Gate Bridge.. 

New Loi’s represents no challenge 
to such spots as Dragonfly or the 
Slanted Door. It has no pretensions to 
“contemporary” or “California- 
Vietnamese” cooking, yet the food is 
fresh and vibrant, the look handsome 
in its simple way, and the spirit of the 
place unmistakably festive. And your 
options, if not exactly upscale, are 
broad enough to make satisfaction 
likely, even if you are part of an opin- 
ionatedly heterogeneous group. 

We (a small group of varied opin- 
ionatedness) opened dinner with a set 
of sandwiches — five-spice chicken 
and barbecue pork ($2.50 each, and 
how cheap is that?) — in part from 
curiosity but mainly because we were 
ravenous. And they did not disap- 
point; for that kind of money I sus- 
pected they might turn out to be 
dainty, fingery little things, like the 
cucumber sandwiches at an English 
tea, but they turned out to be Sub- 
way-size, with tender, well-seasoned 
meats and — even better — creamy- 
soft fresh French bread. As with so 
many other sublime foods, fresh 
bread’s season is brief, often lasting 
only a few hours. After that, you are 
looking at panzanella or bread 
crumbs, but if you hit the window, 
you will be transported. New Loi’s is 
careful about keeping this window 
open. (There is also a barbecue beef 
sandwich, also good but mysteriously 
costing, at $2.75, an extra quarter. The 
pork is better anyway.) 

The rest of the evening menu is one 
of those classic Asian-restaurant mul- 
tipage potpourris that, like cable TV 
and Baskin-Robbins, offer so many 


host of other Indochinese delicacies. 


choices as to induce headache. Luckily 
we found several set menus, including 
one for two people ($19.95) that ran 
to five courses. The first was a round 
of imperial rolls, deep-fried but worth 
the calorie penalty. Then: soup. We 
were promised a minced-seafood va- 
riety but were served what seemed to 
be an egg-drop soup with flecks of 
shiitake mushroom. No matter. 

My companion did not care for the 
main dish, a salmon filet bathed in a 
slightly sweet-acrid sauce of garlic 
and chili. It would have helped if the 
large plate of garlic noodles had come 
with the salmon or at least followed 
not long after; instead, because of the 
swelling crowd, the noodles came 
limping along about 10 minutes late, 
which made them, essentially, the 
starch course despite their tastiness. 
By the end of that, we were relieved 
that dessert consisted perfunctorily of 
banana ice cream, served in little glass 
cups like dwarf champagne coupes. ©

All around us: a potpourri of table- 
seekers (plenty of families with small 
children) and a potpourri of dishes 
flying from the kitchen. I did not see 
anyone enjoying the papaya-beef 
salad ($6.25) — shreds of papaya and 
carrot overlain by flaps of grilled meat 
—and I could not be sure whether 
any of the soup tureens contained the 
chicken noodle ($5.25), a wallop of 
intense broth, strips of grilled bone- 
less bird, bamboo shoots, fresh mint, 
and a thick carpet of vermicelli, that 
puts to shame the canned Campbell’s 
concoction with which it shares a 
name.

as it wise to visit the new de 
Wess Museum in Golden Gate 

Park while experiencing slight 
hunger pangs? Could such circum- 
stances have led to a de-mellowing of 
one’s judgment, the core of which is 
that the building is not just inconceiv- — - 
ably ugly on the outside but is, within, 
a soul-chilling cross between an air- 
port lounge and a jail, a hell of angu- 
larities and hard surfaces devoid of 
human reference, except for the 
names of rich donors etched high on 
practically every wall? 

For an extra charge, | wondered, 
could you have your rich person’s 
name displayed in neon? And why _ 
was FedEx not asked to kick in, per- 
haps for a modest memtion in the 
name of the museum itself? The 
FedEx de Young: why not? They do this 
at football stadiums, don’t they? 

Of course, | was growing hungrier 
as | thought these deep and subtle 
thoughts.

_ Captive-audience-posture (limited 
choices, high prices, and if you don’t 
like it you can hoof it the half mile to 
the nearest alternative) and drank 
some water instead — the bubblers 
are free of charge and of donors’ 
names — hoping to hold on. 

If the de Young had been moved to 
the city center, as would have been 
the case in a civilized country, the 
hunger-plagued visitor might have 
had a few extra options in eateries 
beyond the immediate control of the 
museum, not to mention the possi- 
bility of coming and going by con- 
venient, frequent public transport. 
And the museum itself would have 
benefited from the nearby presence 
of other museums and institutions of 
culture. Museums belong in the 
hearts of cities (the Civic Center, the 
Moscone Center), not in cities’ great 
parks, those oases of wild green that 
keep us from losing our minds com- 
pletely in overstimulating urban envi- 
ronments. To subject a public park to 
years and years of construction hor- 
ror — noise and dust and rumbling 
trucks, and now the Academy of Sci- 
ences across the concourse has 
been demolished and must be rebuilt 
— is to pervert the central mission 
of the park as refuge. Our choices in 
these matters have been disastrous, 
and revealing, though not surprising.

ead dolphins aren’t tuna’s worst PR problem anymore; methylmercury is. 
According to the Mercury Policy Project, at least 1 in 20 cans of “white” 
tuna contain a mercury concentration of one part per million, a level 
considered unsafe by the Food and Drug Administration for human con- 
sumption. 

There are drawbacks to being high up in the food chain. One of them is being 
a sort of repository for toxins picked up by the links lower down. This is known 
as “bioaccumulation,” which can bring with it “biomagnification,” in which a 
toxin’s potency multiplies as it ascends the chain. Humans certainly suffer from 
these effects. Albacore (a.k.a. white tuna) do too. Albacore are larger, and live 
longer, than most of the tuna family. That’s why white tuna is under advisory for 
consumption, while skipjack (the tuna usually used in chunk and chunk light 
cans) isn't. Yet. 

Mercury contamination is a result of pollution. Tuna, being not the only fish in 
the sea, is not the only fish with a mercury problem. Because it’s the most widely 
consumed fish in the United States, though, it’s in the spotlight. According to 
Consumeraffairs.com,

less at risk, by the way.) As knowledge of tuna’s tainted status spreads, shrimp is 
edging out tuna as the most-eaten seafood, Which presents its own set of boon- 
doggles. (See the Food Snoop, 2/4/04.) 

According to the FDA-EPA Web page “What You Need to Know About 
Mercury in Fish and Shellfish,” women who might become pregnant (ever), 
nursing mothers, and young children should not eat “Shark, Swordfish, King 
Mackerel, or Tilefish because they contain high levels of mercury.” The FDA 


_goes on to say that it’s fine to eat six ounces (the size of an average can) of alba- 


core per week. 

A form of mercury that has been altered by bacteria or chemical reactions, 
methylmercury is more easily absorbed by living tissues and not so easily flushed 
out. It’s released into the environment as a by-product of various industrial 
processes, especially via coal-burning power plants and waste incineration. It’s 
estimated that mercury levels in the environment have increased 200 to 500 
times over the past century, and that they have risen at least 1.5 percent per year 
since 1970 (according to a 1997 California Communities Against Toxics study). 
Methylmercury in concentration is a neurotoxin that damages the nervous sys- 
tem and can cross the placenta to cause brain damage in a fetus. At least, that’s 
what we know about it so far. 

If you're anxious to find out more about mercury levels in various fish, take a 
look at the FDA Web site’s table “Mercury Levels in Commercial Fish and 
Shellfish” (www.cfsan.fda.gov/~frf/sea-~mehg.html). Want to test your own mer- 
cury level? The Sierra Club offers $25 kits. If you're interested in also putting the 
brakes on the accumulation of mercury in the world’s waterways and environ- 
ment, the club (www.sierraclub.org/mercury/get_involved) offers ways to get 
involved. The Mercury Policy Project has some information on advocacy efforts 
(mercurypolicy.org). 

California is making sonfe efforts, if not to stem industrial fallout, at least to 
prevent ignorance of its effects. In June 2004, Attorney General Bill Lockyer filed 
suit against the three largest national canned-tuna companies — Tri-Union 
Seafoods, maker of Chicken of the Sea; Del Monte, maker of Starkist; and 
Bumble Bee Seafoods, maker of Bumble Bee — for “failing to warn consumers 
that albacore and light tuna contain mercury, known by the state to cause repro- 
ductive harm and cancer.” Even before that, in 2003, Lockyer filed suit against 
major restaurant and grocery chains to force them to “post ‘clear and reasonable’ 
consumer warnings about exposure to mercury in shark, swordfish and tuna.” 
The suit against the restaurant chains was settled in February of this year; places 
like Red Lobster and the Cheesecake Factory (among many others) now will 
have to post easily visible signs warning consumers of the risk of mercury con- 
tamination inherent in eating certain fish. Perhaps, eventually, that will be short- 
ened to a phrase familiar to smokers: “Fish Kills.”

Now that Days of Darkness are upon us, the time has come to ponder “thinking person’s metal” 
and wonder, whither the Melvins? 2 hid Will York 


ay what you will about neo-folk, hairy psych- 
rock bands, or Wolf Eyes — the strangest 
recent development in underground rock has 
to be the doom- and drone-metal phenome- 
non. It’s not the music itself that’s new, but 
the acceptance and critical respect it has gained out- 
side the metal community is unprecedented and 


_downright weird. Bands like Sunn O))), Khanate, 


Boris, and Earth, who perform at this week’s Days 
of Darkness fest and have been making obscure and 
difficult music for years, have recently come to be 
accepted by tastemaker publications such as Arthur 
and the Wire not as ass-kicking headbangers, but as 
through-the-backdoor avant-garde artistes. 

How did this happen? Is drone metal simply rid- 
ing the coattails of the “new weird America” hype, 
or are we really experiencing a renaissance of 
“thinking person’s metal”? And if the latter is true, 
is that really such a good thing? Maybe it’s just a 
case of years of hard work and toil paying off, 
together with a little help from the mystique (and 
shrewd marketing tactics) of key labels Southern 
Lord and Hydra Head. 

I imagine some of the bands are equally per- 
plexed, but regardless, they’re taking the ball and 
running with it. The past few months have seen new 
releases by all the above bands, including an out-of- 
retirement comeback album by Earth, as well as 
extensive touring on the part of some otherwise 
fairly reclusive acts. While all the albums sound 
completely different, each one offers an answer to 
the same question: Where do you go after you've 
created music that proclaims the end of rock — and 
metal — as we know it? Or, to paraphrase Spinal 
Tap’s Nigel Tufnel, “What’s after the end?” 


Blacker, better 

Sunn O)))’s answer, it seems, is to keep digging till 
you get to the next layer of hell. The new Black One 
(Southern Lord) is their sixth album and their most 
hellish yet, as if to challenge listeners who only 
recently hopped on board. True to its title, Black 
One could be called Sunn O)))’s homage to black 
metal, and it features guest appearances by such 
scary dudes as latter-day black-metal purists 
Xasthur and Leviathan. Here, Sunn O)))’s patented 
subwoofer drones mix with frostbitten 
Scandinavian-style riffs and lo-fi, shrieking vocals, 
some of which were recorded from inside the back 
of a hearse. I enjoyed Sunn O)))’s apocalyptic Flight 
of the Behemoth (Southern Lord) a few years back, 
but even I need to take a walk in the park after a 
few tracks of this stuff. 

Khanate’s Capture and Release (Hydra Head) is 
equally uncompromising and just downright ill. As 
with Sunn O))) — guitarist Steven O’Malley’s other 
band — Khanate takes a certain frame of mind to 
properly appreciate on an emotional level, and ’'m 
not there these days. Objectively, I can appreciate 
the studied dissonance of O’Malley’s guitar anti- 
riffing and the force of James Plotkin’s wall-rattling 
bass guitar, as well as the discipline involved in put- 
ting together a 25-minute monstrosity such as 
“Release,” the second of two tracks here. 
Subjectively, though, C&R is a bitter pill to swallow. 

Instead of trying to out-gun the current wave 
of doom specialists, Earth mastermind Dylan 
Carlson has turned in an album of plodding 
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We're busy thinking: Sunn 0))) brood, in the blackest of black metal moods. with the release of Black One. 


the proto—Sunn O))) drones of 1993’s infamous 
Earth 2 (Sub Pop). The recent Hex: Or Printing in 
the Infernal Method (Southern Lord) is an inter- 
esting diversion, almost like doom metal’s answer 
to Ry Cooder’s Paris, Texas soundtrack. I’ve heard 
this described as a country album, which is 
absurd, but there is a surprising amount of twang 
and shuffle to these otherwise morbid tunes. It’s 
not spectacular, but don’t blame Earth for not liv- 
ing up to the hype and hyperbole that’s been built 
up around them in recent years — it has nothing 
to do with the music Carlson and company are 
making now. 

The new album from Japan’s Boris, a three-piece 
who took their name from an old Melvins song, is 
also unexpectedly spacious and low-key. Done in 
collaboration with Japanese noise artist Merzbow, 
Sun Baked Snow Cave (Hydra Head), is yet another 
departure for a band, who, like the Melvins, is 
known for making departures. Like their 1996 
album, Absolutego (reissued in 2001 on Southern 
Lord), the disc comprises a single track that goes on 
for more than an hour. Unlike that full-length, 
which marked a new extreme in terms of slow- 
motion, cymbal-crashing doom — Cave is a jour- 
ney into drumless space full of gentle acoustic gui- 
tar plucking, swelling feedback and electronic nois- 
es, and sampled insect sounds, but it’s also thank- 
fully devoid of the New Age-isms that plague so 
many bands reaching for this sort of blissed-out 
transcendence. You could call it ambient music for 
the intelligent bong wielder, but that’s not quite 
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Borrowed bitterness 

Speaking of the Melvins, they’re likely the one band 
all these groups would agree on as an influence. For 
years doom metal was defined by groups trying to 
sound like Black Sabbath, but anyone looking for a 
blues-based Tony Iommi riff among these albums is 
bound to come away feeling parched and wearied. 
You could say that each of these bands has taken 
some aspect of the Melvins’ sound — whether it’s 
the bitter, blackened guitar tones or just the slow 
tempos — and then carried it to an extreme end 
point. What they’ve left behind, for better or worse, 
is the obnoxious humor of a band that sometimes 
frustrates listeners but avoids taking itself too seri- 
ously. If anyone ever called the Melvins’ music 
“thinking person’s metal” to their faces, he or she’d 
get laughed at, and rightfully so. 

As for the Melvins themselves, they’re still churn- 
ing out new releases at a rapid rate. Their recent 
collaboration with Jello Biafra, Sieg Howdy!, is a 
not-so-welcome follow-up to last year’s Never 
Breathe What You Can’t See (both Alternative 
Tentacles). Was that first CD really such a rousing 
success? The Melvins turn in some respectably 
workmanlike hard rock here, and the cover of Alice 
Cooper's “Halo of Flies” is enjoyable enough, but 
otherwise, Biafra’s shoehorned lyrics and obvious 
political commentary are tough to take, however 
well-intentioned. 

More bearable is The Monkees’ Uncle (Ant Acid 
Audio), the new album by Altamont, drummer Dale 
Crover’s side project. Crover trades off guitar, drum, 
and vocal duties with a few of his pals, and the lack 
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of pretension, or any sort of hallowed 
reputation to uphold, makes it easier 
to enjoy this album for what it is — a 
casual side project with.a few nifty 
songs and lots of references to ’70s 
hard-rock a la Cooper (again), Slider- 
era T. Rex, and Raw Power—era 
Stooges. 

One more band that’s worth men- 
tioning amid all this hubbub is 
Thrones, the solo project of Joe 
Preston, who over the years has man- 
aged the hat trick of playing with the 
Melvins, Earth, and Sunn O))). (As if 
that weren't enough, he’s now playing 
bass for local stoner-metal juggernaut 
High on Fire.) Day Late, Dollar Short 
(Southern Lord), an odds-and-ends 
compilation released earlier this year, 
is just the second Thrones full-length, 
even though Preston has been making 
this kind of music since 1994. 

If nothing else, Day Late, Dollar 
Short proves you can cover the 
Residents and Rush, employ “lead 
bass,” and still not sound anything 
like Primus. Not everything works, 
but there’s some twisted brilliance 
here. Preston’s lumbering yet tri- 
umphant version of the 2112 deep 
cut “Oracle” is worth the price of 
admission, as is the strangely bliss- 
ful, vocoder-drenched “Obolus.” 
There’s a mad scientist element at 
work in Preston’s music — with its 
unwieldy drum machines, antique 
synths, and outmoded sequencers 
— that gives it as much in common 
with, say, Quintron as it does 
Preston’s Southern Lord label 
mates. In comparison to Black One 
or Capture and Release, Day Late, 
Dollar Short comes off like comic 
relief. And that’s saying 
something. *%

* f there are any restless spirits lurking in the Castro Theatre, don’t expect 

__ Russ Tamblyn to do any ghostbusting. The Hollywood veteran — in town 
_ this weekend for the Castro’s “Shock It to Me!” series — hadshis fill of the 

supernatural while filming 1963’s The Haunting. 

: “Tt was supposed to be a movie about a haunted house in New _ 

~ England. But [director Robert Wise] couldn’t find a house that was haunted 

enough in the US. So he found the most haunted house in England, and it 

~ was the house that we used in the movie — it dated back to the 12th or 
13th century,” Tamblyn explains from his Los Angeles home. “Thad an experi- 
ence one night when I walked out behind the house, where there was a grave- 
yard. And I just got this — it was like someone laid a bar of ice across my neck.” 

Thoroughly spooked, the actor raced back to the set. “Everybody says, ‘Oh, I 
wouldn’t mind seeing a ghost. But when it happens, the fear comes into your 
mind and changes your mind for you. All I wanted to do was get out of there!” 
he recalls. 

Talking with Tamblyn is like reading a fascinating book on showbiz history 
— if that book could personally answer your dorky fan questions. He made his 
big-screen debut in 1948 and has starred in a diverse array of films, including 
the original Father of the Bride, How the West Was Won, Peyton Place, the 
Japanese-monster cult fave War of the Gargantuas, 
Human Highway (costarring his former next- 
door neighbor Neil Young), and a canonical 
B movie he initially wanted nothing to do 

with: High School Confidential. 

Of director Wise, who passed away in 
September at the age of 91 and who also 
directed Tamblyn in 1961’s West Side 

Story, the actor says, “He was one of only 
a few giants of the industry who, if you'd 
call his office, he’d answer the phone him- 

self. He was a very distinguished, quiet man 

— but when he was in the room, you knew 

you were in the presence of somebody who had 

something to say.” 

After working together on Story — the pin- 

nacle of Tamblyn’s career in musicals, 

which also included Seven Brides for 
Seven Brothers — the two bond- 
ed on The Haunting, a much

The cold-blooded classic Henry: 
Portrait of a Serial Killer returns with a 
20th-anniversary DVD — and if you 
think time has eased the unease, think 
again: Henry’s raw horror endures. 
The two-disc set is stuffed with 
extras that put the triumph of this 
true indie, shot for just $100,000, in 
perspective. Portrait: The Making of 
Henry, an hour-long doc featuring 
director John McNaughton, star 
Michael Rooker, and other key players, 
is unusually informative. Also worth a 
listen is McNaughton’s sharp feature 
commentary, which touches on the 
film’s gritty Chicago locations, its 
groundbreaking sound design, its X 
rating (apparently the Motion Picture 
Association of America had a problem 


with the “overall moral tone”), the 
household objects used to simulate the 
sound of “sinew tearing,” and the 
film’s real-life inspiration (whose story 
is further illuminated in 
a $0-so companion doc, 
Henry Lee Lucas: The 
Confession Killer). 

On the phone from 
Chicago, McNaughton 
(whose other films 
include Wild Things and 
Mad Dog and Glory) 
drops science on 
Henry’s still-potent 
thrills. 


Bay Guardian: Henry’s 
creepiness is enhanced by 
its low-key, realistic tone. 
It’s a rare trait for a hor- 
ror film, and one that makes it so much 
more effective. 

John McNaughton: Part of that was 
budgetary. We had a couple of special 
effects, but there was no money for 
monsters from outer space. When 
(cowriter] Richard Fire came into the 
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“horror genre, whereas he was a man of

smaller production. “That’s when I really got to know him and we became 
friends,” Tamblyn remembers, adding that he never saw the notoriously stinky 
Haunting remake, featuring a post-Armageddon Owen Wilson playing his role. 

“Tn the original, you just felt the house was alive,” Tamblyn says. “Wise made 
some really great films,.but The Haunting was one of his favorites. He just 
loved that film, because of the way that he shot it. He shot it so suggestively.” 

No conversation with Tamblyn can omit Twin Peaks. Though it’s been 15 
years since David Lynch’s surreal show first aired, Tamblyn, who played dead 
heroine Laura Palmer’s loopy shrink, is still upset about its cancellation. Still, 
his Twin Peaks memories are mostly cherry-pie sweet. 

“Tt was one of my favorite parts,” he says. “When David Lynch told me about 
the character, this psychiatrist who’s very eccentric, I thought, ‘I’m going to get 
myself some crazy glasses.” A trip to the nearby Venice Beach boardwalk net- 
ted the doc’s signature eyewear: “I couldn’t make up my mind, red or blue. 
Suddenly I looked and went, Oh my god — glasses with a red lens and a blue 
lens. Lynch said, ‘I love ’em. Just wear ’em.’” (Cheryl Eddy)

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Black is back 


Kiss Kiss, Bang Bang crashes the Tarantino party — mighty late.

t this advanced point in the 
annals of self-consciousness, 
Kiss Kiss, Bang Bang is practi- 
cally a success simply by virtue 
of not being as annoying as it 
should be. It’s the first directorial fea- 
ture by Shane Black, who should per- 
haps be let off the hook for being a 
very, very tardy Tarantino wannabe 
since he was already working toward 
being this smarty-pants when QT was 
still behind the video-store counter. 

Back then, Black was the It boy — 
a highly paid writer of action-comedy 
schlock, including the genre’s Rosetta 
stone, Lethal Weapon. That 1987 cel- 
luloid ATM machine took action to 
the next level — which was down — 
while moving a 25-year-old Black 
into that very select sphere of writers 
who are (usually just once or twice) 
paid almost like movie stars. 

As a writer Black has missed at 
least as many times as he’s hit. With 
1990’s The Last Boy Scout (then the 
highest-price-tagged screenplay to 
date, a crass match made in heaven 
with director Tony Scott), he carved 
out perhaps the genre’s single-lowest- 
common-denominator moment, 
when a football player was (just) 
stopped from drowning a party girl 
in a hot tub. The inspirationally gaga 
Long Kiss Goodnight, on the other 
hand, was one of two movies (the 
other being Cutthroat Island) that 
killed both Geena Davis's and Renny 
Harlin’s movie careers within a year. 
Less defensible as underrated, or 
underanything, was 1993’s 
Hollywood-eats-its-own-feces fiasco 
The Last Action Hero, in which Black 
satirically bit the hand that fed him 
— an effort that came off as colossal, 
smug contempt for a presumed audi- 
ence of suckas. 

The very little-seen, low-budget 
A.W.O.L. (1999) aside, Black’s been 
absent for a decade, and you have to 
give him some respect for the reason 
— reportedly, disillusionment with 
the very crap he’d been propagating. 
Kiss Kiss, Bang Bang arrives thus, after 
a long, contemplative layoff, as the 
more “personal” and “character-driv- 
en” project our guy presumably want- 
ed to do all along. He’s writing what 
he knows, as those creative writing 
instructors always tell ya to do. 

Big surprise: What Shane Black 
knows isn’t life, but Los Angeles. Life 
lite. True shocker: He suggests it’s 
phony! Of course, Black also knows 
other movies — viewed through a 
glass, snarkily. 

The pilot snarkster here is Robert 


True romance: The cloyingly named Harmony Lane (Michelle Monaghan) and the 
snarky thief Harry Lockhart (Robert Downey Jr.) meet — or reunite — cute in Kiss 


Kiss, Bang Bang. 


Downey Jr., whose protagonist, Harry 
Lockhart, starts freezing frames and 
cutely covering Black’s ass (“I apolo- 
gize. That was a terrible scene”) in 
voice-over narration from the very 
first moment. 

He’s a thief who haplessly flees 
from a crime scene into an audition, 
ending up in LA as a possible Next 
Big Thing. Attending a party —LA 
here is “the party,” where available 
women and horribly arch dialogue 
flow freely — he meets fellow aspir- 
ing thespian Harmony Lane 
(Michelle Monaghan), whom he 
swoons over before realizing she’s in 
fact his grown-up “dream girl” from 
his childhood home of Indiana. 

Meanwhile, Harry’s “detective les- 
sons” for his prospective big-break 
part pair him with a PI known as Gay 
Perry (Val Kilmer) because he’s gay. 
(Like that trait would be so distin- 
guishing in LA). Ona routine stake- 
out they witness a crime whose fur- 
ther investigation — in a script so 
cluttered with logic gaps you never 
feel the need to even try connecting 
its dots — develops into a convoluted 
pileup of female corpses, hired killers 
(who make up most of the film’s eth- 
nic-minority casting), tail-chasing 
(narrative and otherwise), chases, 
shootings, and muchas whatnotas. 

Kiss Kiss, Bang Bang — even the 
title is derivative, coined for an 
obscure 60s Italian exploitation film 
and then borrowed by Pauline Kael 
for her first review collection — is so 
glossy its $15 million “indie” shine 
almost hurts. The movie primarily 
means to be witty, but when it stoops, 
it limbo-dances about as low as you 
can go: There’s the peeing-on-naked- 


corpse joke, the casual misogyny, the 
tired (as well as rancid) exploitation 
of incestuous child molestation as 
plot device. Not to mention the 
equally faux-cutting-edge homopho- 
bia posing as metrosexual sophistica- 
tion. That comes complete with a de 
rigueur moment in which our hero 
“has to” kiss a guy to mislead a nosy 
cop, the “payoff” naturally being his 
spitting and gagging and “that is so 
wrong” exclamations the second it’s 
over. Kilmer’s character is allowed to 
be competent and cool, yet he has 
lines like, “T call it my faggot gun, ’cuz 
it’s only good for a couple shots — 
then you have to trade it in for some- 
thing better.” Wha? 

OK: On paper, and/or in retro- 
spect, this film is appalling. But it 
must be admitted, the 102 minutes 
themselves are painless — or at least, 
their ADD sensibility makes all pain 
fleeting. There are some genuinely 
funny ideas (love that Russian 
roulette bit), and a lot that aren’t but 
get a huge boost from being handled 
by Downey and Kilmer. 

Both actors have seen better career 
days, have gone way over the top on 
several occasions, and from all evi- 
dence should share honors as ulti- 
mate personal assistant nightmares. 
Downey looks like hell, Kilmer’s got- 
ten bulky. But their timing is so 
expert that this relentlessly self-infat- 
uated movie actually has numerous 
moments where a tossed-off line or 
subdued double-take turn tin to mel- 
low gold. +

Scary stuff 


Two new shows dig up Monsters 
from the Underworld. By Robert Avila 


isters Rhoda (Randy Danson) 

and Gwen (Lorri Holt) sort 

through the remaining loose 

items in their dead father’s 

house, making small talk as they 
do, or arguing over who gets an Ansel 
Adams print. It’s clear from the sib- 
lings’ body language and strained 
conversation that the big and nearly 
empty house (which still sports an 
imposing grandfather clock) is brim- 
ming with things not said. That’s the 
case in many families, but when 
Gwen’s 20-year-old son Finn (Clifton 
Guterman) draws a red baseball cap 
from one of the storage boxes and 
puts it on, the sisters’ ghost-white 
horror tells you there’s a little more to 
it than that. 

Twenty-seven-year-old up-and- 
coming playwright Jordan Harrison’s 
Finn in the Underworld — now enjoy- 
ing a slick world premiere at the 
Berkeley Repertory Theatre under asso- 
ciate artistic director Les Waters — 
ingeniously mingles dark family secrets 
with the barely repressed buttoned- 
down violence of the modern age, all 
under the roof of one cold war—era 
haunted house. Built by Finn’s grandfa- 
ther with a fortune made by marketing 
fallout shelters to suburban families of 
the 1950s and 60s, the house (as well as 
the family’s wealth and class image) 
already rests on fear. 

Bright, highly literate, unruly, and 
outspoken, Finn arrives on the heels of 
a scandalous affair with a college pro- 
fessor. But her son’s sexuality remains 
just one more unspoken subject in the 
room for Gwen, an emotionally fragile 
woman with a ready supply of blue pills 
— “for clarity,” she explains to Rhoda, 
and to tamp down an unwelcome ten- 
dency toward clairvoyance. Nonetheless 
Finn’s desires, which lead him and mid- 
dle-aged neighbor Carver (Reed 
Birney) downstairs into the basement 
bomb shelter (a room studiously avoid- 

~ ed by his spooked mother and aunt), 
inexorably call up everything that’s 
being denied, as Carver's revelations 
about Finn’s grandfather mingle with 
their own subterranean forays into for- 
bidden sex. 

In a production adeptly joining cine- 
matic as well as dramatic influences 
(Harrison cites Henry James’s “Turn of 
the Screw” and Robert Wise’s The 
Haunting among the inspirations for 
the play), the scenic design becomes a 
crucial aspect of the story’s progressive- 
ly delirious ride. As the story unfolds 
(in a nonlinear fashion, cutting sharply 
back and forth over a single day), per- 
sonalities and histories multiply and 
overlap, hanging together in a volatile 
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equilibrium contained in and symbol- 
ized by the house itself, which (courtesy 
of David Korins’s startlingly fluid set 
and Matt Frey’s feverish lighting) actu- 
ally moves as if it were something alive 
or constantly shifting in perspective. 
The banishing of closeted fears and 
desires to the basement might even 
evoke an image of the psyche itself as a 
piece of prime suburban WASP real 
estate on the corner of Eros and 
Thanatos. Either way, there’s no solid 
foundation to it, only history — a 
repressed and continually recycled sys- 
tem of patriarchal control and vio- 
lence that, in the sadomasochistic 
role-playing going on in the basement, 
gets known as “the education.” 
Excellent performances and gener- 
ally sharp dialogue are impeded only 
by some vagueness in the play’s other- 
wise appealingly hallucinatory final 
crescendo, making the ending note

est little universe since 1995, and 
there’s no denying the carefully crafted 
nature of these quietly outlandish 
vignettes (directed with loving atten- 
tion by Joseph Graham), or the fiercely 
offbeat talent behind their secret sto- 
ries, private little songs that must be 
sung, pussyfooting choreography, slide 
projections, and (with Malcolm 
Sherwood and Eliza Perkins) choice 
sound cues. Most of the promised 
menagerie in There Be Monsters! either 
gets drawn from the mysterious trunk 
at the foot of the stage (Wolf Baby, for 
instance), or walks through the door, 
like special guests Cow Man (John 
Bauman) — a surprisingly expressive 
figure in a plastic novelty head and 
flesh-colored unitard — and the 
doughy-faced life-size doll named Lori 
Ann (Jennifer Gwirtz) who, as the 
song has it, “has got a demon in her 
head.” 

Carbone’s unchained subconscious 
delivers up these fondled toys and dec- 
orative items with an undiminished 
relish, like a do-it-yourself pagan’s mys- 
tical communion with the hall closet, 
ora stylized version of some OCD- 
driven creativity spied in the studio 
apartment across the street. If There Be 
Monsters! can also create its own special 


writer-producer Dan Carbone fight against repressive forces. 


especially less than effective. The repe- 
tition of certain stage effects, mean- 
while — such as the numerous stings 
in Darron West’s otherwise impecca- 
ble, subtly unsettling sound design — 
can grow a bit tedious. But the pro- 
duction gathers wonderful talent, both 
on- and offstage, behind what is, in 
the end, an imaginatively vital and 
resonant ghost story. 


Happy haunting 

The Exit Theater Café is also haunted 

at the moment, by the frankly strange 

intensity of Dan Carbone, and a trunk- 

ful of inanimate objects possessed by 

his fervid imagination. 
Performer-playwright Carbone has ' 


been offering admittance to his mod-

Capacitor’s latest: truly groundbreaking. By Rita Felciano 


apacitor’s Digging in the Dark 
has taken a while to see day- 


light. But honing the piece has — 


paid off: The finished product is 

a slickly produced, visually 
intriguing, and sometimes totally 
absorbing show that attempts to ele- 
vate scientific fact into the realm of 
the imagination. Expanding dance to 
include other kinetic styles, like acro- 
batics and circus techniques, has given 
choreographer Jodi Lomask an elastic 
language with which to explore the 
geophysics that get her creative juices 
flowing. 

Digging, while not exactly Jules 
Verne’s Journey to the Center of the 
Earth, takes Lomask’s travelers on an 
inventive expedition inside the planet. 
Lomask didn’t do it alone. In addition 
to the company’s"nine “movement 
artists” (a.k.a. dancers), the program 
lists seven sound contributors (who, 
with sound director Noah Thorp, 
should get separate applause) — plus 
three designers for the (gorgeous) 
videos, four for the props, and three 
for the rigging. That is a lot of com- 
mitment by a lot of talented people. 

Succinct program notes explain the 


” portions of the journey. While they 


may not be necessary, they illuminate 
the reasoning behind the choreogra- 
phy. They also make for fascinating 
reading. Do you remember, for 
instance, the precise makeup of the 
earth’s crust, the lithosphere, the man- 
tle, and the inner and outer core? Some 
of the relationships between the facts 
and their performed interpretations are 
not all that clear, but it doesn’t matter. 
The work has to stand on its own. And 
it mostly does. 

Digging’s most successful sections 
bring to the stage two different facets of 
the Earth’s fiery core. One examines the 
effects of trapped energy; the second, 
of energy in motion. In the pre-inter- 
mission segment, the dancers flow 
together into double circle formations, 
pulling and pushing but staying con- 
nected. The effect is not unlike that of 
those pulsating pattern dances, pho- 
tographed from above in a technique 
pioneered by Busby Berkeley. Here, 
through the magic of live video, these 
kaleidoscopic images are transformed 
into pulsating, glowing images of ener- 
gy that threaten to explode. 

In the second half of the show, the 
audience is greeted by a suspended cir- 
cular cage into which the dancers“ 
climb. For a moment the ball looks like 
an approximation of Atlas carrying the 
globe. But as it begins to rotate, what 
was a static image of confined bodies 
acquires life. Limbs emerge, hands hold 
other hands, torsos shift, and one by

one bodies eject and scatter. 

Since this part of the program fol- 
lows a return voyage, each leg of the 
trip gets double exposure. “Diving 
In” ’s single dancer descends head- 
first, recoils, and floats from a tra- 
peze. “Breaking Through” is animat- 
ed by a wormlike dancer, who crawls 
out of crumbly ground-on the video 
screen — then repeats it live, emerg- 
ing from a pile of bodies. In both 
cases, the performers look more than 
a little surprised. 

For “Lithosphere,” two dancers 
wearing black athletic gear, arm 
guards, and pointe shoes hump along 
the ground, arching torsos on all 
fours and carving space with extend- 
ed limbs. The movements and the 
costumes shape the dancers into posi- 
tive and negative space. Sometimes 
the images are quite simple. To sug- 
gest the motion of earth masses, 
Lomax has her performers — wearing 
horizontally striped brown tones — 
gradually come together into a pyra- 
mid that breaks apart under pressure 
from the outside. 

In “Mantle” the dancers move tenta- 
tively, arms outstretched, colliding and 
separating. We see them onstage either 
as black silhouettes or bathed in a red- 
dish glow. But their images on-screen 
remain a constant, ghostly white. 

How do geologists gather their data? 
Apparently by sending out sound 


waves and listening to the response. 
Digging illustrates that concept with a 
juggler whose multiple balls activate 
sound wave images across a map of the 
Bay Area as seen from space, dotted 
with blank spaces that are gradually 
filled in. With two funnels attached to 
her head, Lomask plays a scientist who 
literally picks up some of the balls with 
her “ears.” It makes for a cartoonish 
image that would work better with 
really good juggling. 

Digging ends with a company per- 
formance of maculele (credited to 
Chicote), the Brazilian stick or torch 
dance. Fire dance is one of Capacitor’s 
trademarks, but this one feels a little 
cautious. Still, even if it were more 
energetic, it certainly couldn’t com- 
pete with the heat of the back- 
ground’s exploding volcanoes. 

A commitment to connecting sci- 
ence and technology with art has 
propelled Capacitor to investigate 
challenging subject matter. The 
resulting work is highly imagistic, 
sometimes a little too static, and, per- 
haps, a tad naive in establishing rela- 
tionships. But this is also dance the- 
ater that is fresh, original food for the 
mind, as well as the heart.

all has officially hit —I feel like 
Pm caught in some nightmarish 
time-space gnarl, racing to 
midterms for classes I forgot to 
attend. I got up way too early, at a 
gray, bleak 6:15 a.m., to battle traffic to 
Stanford University and watch 
Cameron Diaz guest on the mtvU show 
Stand In. The spunky Diaz — whose 
most memorable Maxim-esque movie 
moment was probably the one involv- 
ing Ben Stiller’s otherwise unimagin- 
able DNA as extrastrength hair gel — 
played a guest professor, of all things, at 
a civil engineering class alongside con- 
sulting prof William McDonough, 
author of Cradle to Cradle: Remaking 
the Way We Make Things (North Point). 
Sustainable design 
was the class sub- 
ject, though the 
down-to-earth, 
smiley Diaz — 
collegiate and 
low-on-the-bling 
in jeans and stud- 
ded Marc Jacobs 
flats — humorously ’fessing up to hav- 
ing ADD, was more of a good-time 
cheerleader than an educator. At least it 
sent a friendly little wake-up call to a 
few drowsy students: “I don’t remember 
sleeping last night, but I’m glad I 
showed up,’ Stanford sophomore Troy 
Ramos raved. (You can catch all the 
witty repartee on college campuses on 
mtvU Noy. 2 and online at mtvU Uber 
[www.mtvu.com] Nov. 1.) 

My trip down to the Farm, however, 
got me into the old school spirit, which 
segued perfectly with my recent Four 
Seasons sit-down with Jason 
Schwartzman, star of the best love-/hate- 
prep-school film ever, Wes Anderson's 
Rushmore (1998), which, by the way, 
stands up — against the Man! (or rather 
the Dean) — to repeated viewings. 

Schwartzman, a.k.a. MaxFischer (at 
this point, isn’t that name really one 
word?), was in town to promote his 
new movie, Shopgirl, in which Claire 
Danes is good in an Eva Marie Saint 
kind of way. Steven Martin, adapting 
his own slim novel for film, lets his 
contempt as well as empathy show for 
Schwartzman’s character, the callow, 
unformed indie rock dude Jeremy, 
who sorta courts Danes’s Mirabelle. 
But Schwartzman — weirdly adorable 
with his huge puppy dog eyes, floppy 
bangs, and big sack o’ tics *n’ quirks — 
gives life to the absurd “amp stencilist” 
who goes on the road with a band 
(featuring SF longtimer Mark Kozelek) 
and evolves into a man worthy of 
Mirabelle and a Helmut Lang suit. I 
tell him he brought the texture of real- 
ity to the part. 

“Oooh, I think that’s so funny 
because an amp stencilist isn’t a real 
thing,” he says. “But it was fun to play 


something that doesn’t exist real-ly.” 
Schwartzman still looks back fondly 

on his MaxFischer role, the first in his 
17-year life as the son of Talia Shire, 
nephew to Francis Ford Coppola, and 
cousin to Nicolas Cage and Sofia 
Coppola — he had previously only seen 
himself as a drummer. He swears. “It 
changed my life forever,’ the now-25- 
year-old Schwartzman says. Acting 
“never seemed possible. It just seemed 
like it wasn’t as real as going downstairs 
and playing my drums. It didn’t seem 
tangible. You got a head shot and some- 
one choosing you and millions of peo- 
ple and eeww.” 

- Nonetheless Schwartzman left 
Phantom Planet last year after playing

tiny joints and arenas (with Incubus) to 
pursue roles in films like J Heart 
Huckabees and Shopgirl, which he self- 
effacingly says he scored because 
“somehow I squeezed my way in there 
with enough lying and fake promises 
and banking a future.” 

He was able to tap into the awkward- 
ness of Jeremy, one leg of a romantic tri- 
angle revolving around Danes’s and 
Martin’s characters, because, he claims, 
“my whole life is an awkward period, the 
last 25 years has been an awkward period. 
Jeremy is one of those kinds of people 
you love for their honesty, but you're also 
afraid every time they open their mouth.” 

In the end, he offers, “I'm drawn to 
characters that are passionate about 
something so much that it almost hurts 
them, like Max Fischer — he wants 
something so bad that it’s funny.” 
Which somewhat explains his next role, 
as Louis XVI in his cuz Sofia Coppola’s 
Marie Antoinette. 

That's crazy, I blurt out. 

“T know!” Schwartzman says, his big 
eyes getting positively grandiose. “No 
one realizes it’s crazy more than I, by 
the way. I think that’s the point of cast- 
ing it, to show the youth and similarity 
of Marie Antoinette and Louis — 20- 
year-old kids with power and how scary

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that is” Working with his cousin also 
brought another dimension to the 
work. “Most directors, they reference 
things like, “You know how, in life, this 
happens ...}” he says. “Sofia is like, “You 
know when you were 10 ..’ We have a 
whole ‘nother tank of gas to go on.” 


The marrying kind You'd think it was 
June with all the nuptials round town

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Make them party 


T.M.F., a.k.a. Tha Muthafuckaz, return to the Yay. By Garrett Caples 


iven the turn-of-the-century 
commercial drought in Bay Area 
hip-hop, a whole generation of 
rappers disappeared under the 
radar. Among the crews to. 
reemerge now that the scene is flourish- 
ing again is T.M.E. (Tha Muthafuckaz), 
a trio whose members include Cool Ass 
Cris, Smoke G Ryda, and Chilli D.O.G. 
Best known for the anthem “Planet 
62nd,” referring to their home street in- 
East Oakland’s “Avenues,” T.M.F. were a 
live threat in the mid- to late-’90s, 
headlining their own small club dates as 
well as opening for artists like E-40, 
C-BO, and Digital Underground. Their 
upcoming appearance with DU, Oct. 28 
at the Red Devil Lounge, in fact marks 
a reunion with a group who played an 
important role in T.M-F’s past. 

“Digital Underground brought us 
into this game,” Chilli recalls. “They 
gave us shows at Geoffrey’s Inner 
Circle, in Reno, LA, San Jose. Now we’re 
on our own. The parents have raised 
the kids, and it’s time for us to become 
the parents.” 

The history of T.M.F. begins in 
1994, when then-DU DJ and current 
Mekanix producer Dotrix was seeking 
acts to develop. While Chilli and Cool 
Ass Cris had each separately worked 
with Smoke G, “Dot basically put us 
together,” Chilli says. “He helped us 
format hooks, a lot of stuff for our 
first project.” 

Smoke G also remembers the disci- 
pline of this formative period under 
Dotrix’s tutelage. “We constantly prac- 
ticed,” he says. “Before we got the 
music, we had the lyrics down. We 
don’t just sit down separately and write 
verses — we write together. We'll come 
up with a concept, every time.” 

Indeed, though it may seem straight- 
forward enough, the name T.M.E. is 
conceptual. Smoke G drew the initial 
inspiration from the tag of a San 
Francisco graffiti group. “T.M.F. can be 
whatever — “The Most Famous, “The 
Most Fantastic’ — but we are “Tha 
Muthafuckaz. It’s a fitting name for 
three brothas.” DU frontman Humpty 
Hump adds, “T.M.E. decided to repre- 
sent us, like 2Pac did with Thug Life. ‘I 
didn’t create Thug Life,’ Pac said, ‘I just 
organized it. To different degrees, we're 
all muthafuckas, right?” 

Cris, for one, concurs. “We're not 
putting ourselves on another level 
from average, everyday people,” he 
explains. “If we come into a spot to 
perform, we're not going to be hid 
backstage where can’t nobody talk to 
us. You're liable to see us on the dance 
floor. We might be passing a blunt to 
you. That’s part of the name>We’re 
real muthafuckas.” 


In an age when 50 Cent needs to 
mobilize a small army before engaging 
in the most trivial pursuits, such an 
attitude is rare, if not outright unfash- 
ionable, but it conveys the peculiar 
essence of T.M.F’s aesthetic. “We try to 
keep our music where it starts from,” 
Cris says. “It’s always had that real 
grimy, street touch, but it’s not the same 
as what everybody else is talking about. 
It’s not about getting hyphy or stupid, 
or shooting someone. We just bring it 
strictly from reality.” 

“They were like the Luniz, on some 
teal hood shit,” says former mentor 
Dotrix, who brought the group to 
DU’s Money-B in 1995. As the first 
signees to his Bobby Beats Records, 
T.M.F. earned a spot on the compila- 
tion Folk Music, Volume One (1996). 
But despite the impressiveness of their 
Dotrix-produced theme song, “The 
Motherfuckas,” and the string of suc- 
cessful gigs that followed, the trio had 
difficulty settling down to the business 
of making their album. 

“We had our days,” Cris recalls, 
“going to the studio, drunk and loaded. 
We needed to learn the work ethic — 
it’s a job.” By the end of decade, when 
Money-B wound up the label and 
moved to Los Angeles, the trio found 
itself without a deal or the crucial 
access to industry connections DU’s 
presence afforded. 

“We had problems that were greater

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than the group could handle,” Chilli 
confesses, alluding to “vacations at Club 
County.” Frustrated by a lack of 
progress at a time when Bay Area rap 
was tightening its belt, the group tem- 
porarily split. “I chose to do other 
things,” Chilli says, “like go to work, but 
music was still in there.” Cris began a 
solo career, while Smoke G, under the 
name Vulcangundalero, recorded two 
discs of Oakland Raiders—themed rap 
as a member of Stadiumkings. 
Gradually, however, the three realized 
they missed the tight vocal interplay 
that characterized T.M.F. Reuniting 
with penitent zeal, the group banged 
out a long-overdue debut, Chill wit Us, 
released this year on Cris’s label, 
Contagiouz Entertainment. While dis- 
tribution is largely “out the trunk,” 
these days that trunk is also virtual — 
you can sample Chill on T.M.F’s Web 
site (www.myspace.com/contagiouzen- 
tertainment) or download it from 
Artistgigs.com for $6. A stripped-down, 
street-style party album mingling the 
pimp talk and social consciousness that 
traditionally, if paradoxically, undergird 
Oakland hip-hop, Chill wit Us is hard- 
core rap unencumbered by the jewels, 
guns, and Gucci-obsessing of the aver- 
age MC. While they’re still a far grimier 
act than generally comes to the Red 
Devil — or to Blake’s in Berkeley (Nov. 
25) — T.M.E are confident they can 
please any crowd.

“Even if they’re not the type that 
would normally hear our music,” Cris 
says, “people aren’t intimidated by our 
group. I guess it’s the vibe and energy 
that we bring. Even though it’s on a 
street level, they feel comfortable with 
it. And once we on stage, we make the

Esinchill cuts 


Ai: performing with Digital Underground Oct. 28 at the Red Devil are Esinchill and King Beef. A relentless 


freestyler, inventive writer, and habitual stage-diver, Esinchill has one of the tightest flows in the Bay, and if he 

remains Oakland’s best-kept secret, it’s due to lack of exposure. After a show-stealing debut on DU’s Who Got 
the Gravy? (Jake, 1998) and extensive touring with the group, E only made a handful of Quest appearances, on 
discs by DJ Quik, the Delinquents, and so forth, before dropping the hard-to-find Everything to Lose! (Rceason, 
2002). Displaying an unexpected metaphysical streak, as well as harrowing tales of a mysterious childhood illness, 
Everything is an astonishingly assured album showcasing E's versatility and eagerness to expand his range. 

Having secured distribution for his Rceason label, Esinchill teamed up with childhood pal King Beef for Choice 
Cuts, Volume One, whose advance single — the Touré-produced “Hip Hop” — began generating a buzz with 
"| East Coast radio play earlier this year. Self-designated “hip-hop mood music,” Choice Cuts is a frank genre work- 

out of club/party songs that is less ambitious than its predecessor yet in many ways more accomplished. Much 
credit goes to the duo’s main collaborator, Reno’s C-Dash, who produced 11 of its 15 tracks, providing a unity of 
mood absent from so many rap albums. Dash’s music is a dense mixture of synthetic and organic sounds with 
heavy R&B leanings — so crucial is he to the project that he warrants the rare hip-hop instrumental, which fits 
seamlessly into the album’s flow. 

As performers, Esinchill and King Beef display the deep rapport of classic rap duos, egging each other on to fur- 
ther audacity. Smooth-voiced and heavyset, Beef makes a perfect verbal and visual foil for E’s rapid-fire staccato 
flow and compact frame. Sharing a disdain for rap’s overreliance on guns, crack, hos, and bling, E and Beef concoct 
distinctive songs that should give less-adventurous lyricists pause. Their material is also untainted by the misogyny 
endemic to rap — they might joke about the perils of hooking up with the unattractive on a song like “Wing Man,” 
but for the most part they adopt the Romeo approach, if only out of romantic self-interest. “It’s just my attitude and 
gratitude and respect to a queen, and when respect exudes, then great sex ensues,” E faps on “Mojo.” 

With a second single, “If You Want It,” on the way, Esinchill and Beef are busy promoting Choice Cuts, as well 
as working in the studio on E’s next solo album, Vigilantism, and Beef's first, The Swing Party, both tentatively 
slated for release next year on Rceason. Also look for Esinchill to appear on several cuts off Caliban, the long- 
awaited solo album from Numskull of the Luniz.

Detroit Cobras 


Baby (Bloodshot) 


Unlike their hometown peers, the Detroit Cobras 
don’t simply sound like the past — they pilfer its 
songs outright. Since 1995 the Motor City combo 
has been raiding its record collections, rerecord- 
ing vintage soul and R&B songs instead of writ- 
ing new, retro-obsessed material. And while that 
technically makes the group one of the music 
world’s bottom-feeders — a, gasp, cover band 
— you won't find one more adept at giving rol- 
licking, garage-rock makeovers to selections by 
legends like Otis Redding and Mary Wells. Much 
credit goes to singer Rachel Nagy. As the only 
remaining original member, she has the bar stool 
bravado and steely growl — imagine Ronnie 
Spector hollerin’ her way through a brutal drink- 
ing bender — that have long made the band far 
greater than a karaoke act. 

That doesn’t always translate onto record, 
though. The Cobras’ third album, Baby — 
which comes packaged with 2003’s import- 
only Seven Easy Pieces EP (Rough Trade) — 
may be their best yet, but it often fails to fully 
capture the danceable, havoc-wreaking inten- 
sity of their stage show. That’s mostly a testa- 
ment to their truly amazing live prowess, 
though, as they are certainly in fine form here 
on renditions of songs by, among others, 
Bobby Womack and Isaac Hayes. In fact, the 
album’s only misstep is the one original, the 
sophomoric “Hot Dog (Watch Me Eat),” proving 
that the Cobras should stick to the soulful, 
garage-rockin’ interpretations they do best. 
Because really, why bother recording a pale 
knockoff when you've got the Midas touch for 
updating the real deal? Detroit Cobras play 
Nov. 5, Bottom of the Hill, SF.

Style and Pattern (Ubiquity) 


Take London rapper Ty’s advice on the title 
track and “don't be silly now!” Any preconcep-

Obvious horrific bloodshed aside, | imagine the sound of an unremit- 
ting war on terror to be something like the vertiginous sonics 


Lightning Bolt spray, rapid-fire style, with 
each new recording. Brian Gibson’s agile 
bass-slaying emerges in mortar shells, litter- 
ing every quarter inch of unoccupied territory 
with some obese riff that explodes on con- 
tact. The silent enemy is everywhere, and 
Gibson takes the offensive with his weaponry. 
Adding to the blast, drummer Brian 
_ Chippendale’s breakneck beats alternately 


albums or broken beats being best suited to 
coffeehouses are hereby laid to rest by John 
Amold’s second long-player. Full of meaty, 
memorable songs that explore a range of 
styles, Style and Pattern shows Arnold knows 
his funk. 

Just listen to the squirming, Motor City sci-fi 
keyboard melody of “Geminade,” or the ridicu- 
lously huge bass line and hot horn stabs of 
“Rise Up” — Arnold is a man who feels his 
music. Oddly, the Detroit native is also some- 
thing of a guitar god. Not the Joe Satriani 
esque, Guitar Player—reading nerdy type, but 
the “I’ve got this Fender and I’m gonna make 
an entire album using the damn thing” type, 
whose six-string virtuosity is used to trigger a 
variety of MIDI effects. (Those bass lines and 
horn stabs? If Arnold’s solo live shows are any 
indication, they actually came from a 
Stratocaster.) In addition to his instrumental 
prowess, Amold draws on his experience as a 
DJ, and tracks like the highlife-flavored “Cabin 
Fever” and the darkly throbbing “Jangal,” which 
marries swelling stings with waming-cry rap- 
ping from Senegal’s Pathe Jassi, stay focused 
on moving bodies. Barring the unnecessary 
inclusion of two old (but nevertheless excellent) 
remixes by Henrik Schwarz and Mr. Scruff of 
“Inside,” from Amold’s first album, Style and 
Patter is a tight, funky affair. John Amold plays

Jens Lekman 
Oh You're So Silent, Jens 
(Secretly Canadian) 


The world in which Swedish singer-songwriter 
Jens Lekman lives is remarkably beautiful — 
delusional, but beautiful. This compilation of his 
early EPs illustrates in pointillist fashion a place 
filled with equal parts hope, happiness, and 
dread, but the latter is always gently masked 
behind Lekman’s hopelessly romantic igno- 
rance. Maybe it’s a dangerous place to live, but 
it makes for a most pleasant visit. 

You'll walk a mile in his shoes, and he'll let 
you frolic playfully, but he’ll soon remind you it’s 
all make-believe — and not “maple leaves,” the 
fatal misinterpretation he makes in the song of 
the same name. Yet these odes to broken hearts 
and hapless naiveté are so charming that you 
can't stay mad at him for casting illusions (and 
neither can his ex-girlfriends, it would seem). 
Everything's just a bit off-kilter — a symphony 
sample just slightly missing the beat, for exam- 
ple — and it's enough to be cute without being 
annoying. But Lekman’s real magic is his accom- 
plished sense of song and wordplay. He walks 
down a dark path on “Sky Phenomenon” and 
“Pocketful of Money” but lights the way with a 
finger-snapping rhythm and his irresistible 


Jonathan Richman-meets-Stephin Merritt grin. 
And on the hilariously sweet, Motown-hued “! 
Saw Her in the Antiwar Demonstration,” Lekman 
deftly describes the anarcho-apple of his eye as 
coming from “the kind of punks who were bom 
in leather jackets / The kind of punks who place 
themselves in brackets.” 

From his cordial tone and handsomely twee 
accent, you’d be hard-pressed to believe he’s as 
sneaky as his stories suggest. “Oh Goddamn / | 
missed the last tram... | killed the party again / | 
ruined it for my friends,” he says with a half 
laugh on “Black Cab,” and you tend to wonder 
just what he could do to ruin a party. Would he 
piss in your shoe when you're not looking? No, 
but he’d probably chuckle heartily at the 
thought. Oh You’re So Silent, Jens comes out 
Nov. 22.

Broken Social Scene (Arts and Crafts) 


Argument: Canadians are now more Californian 
than Californians. Evidence: We've gone from 
Jerry Brown to Arnold Schwarzenegger, from 
the Grateful Dead and their jam-band improv 
ideal to, well, RatDog. OK, maybe that argument 
is breaking down, but you can't help thinking 
our system is in jeopardy when a sprawling, 
idealistic Canadian band like Broken Social 
Scene produces as strong a self-titled master- 
piece as this, a small flag on its case announc- 
ing the Canadian government's “support” for it. 
Maybe it takes a lot of cold weather and social- 
ized medicine to make records like this. These 
people have done it before: You Forgot It in 
People could breathe surreally over a single 
guitar riff and boil indefinitely. 

This new one chuckles like a Buddha at 
those early songs and their easy genius. With 
40 billion (or 17, if you read the notes) actual 
members and four guests to which they admit, 
BSS have so many tracks, layers, and instru- 
ments that it should all get confused and 
blown up into a big commune of noise. And it 
does sometimes. But instead of a million 
cooks in the kitchen adding spices that cancel 
each other out, Broken Social Scene somehow 
spread the musical flavors so that each one 
comes out on innocent cue, tingles its teeny 
part, and recedes back into their grand cloud 
of sound. The drums stick out as the exception 
throughout: dry and grainy, keeping the whole 
thing on the tense ground of modern hurry. 
Other highlights: all the breathy, elusive 
vocals; big brass occasionally stepping up for 
a finale; song titles like “Our Faces Split the 
Coast in Half.” Summary: We Californians once 
had the sunshine dream of socialist jam reve- 
lation. Thank you, Canada, for reminding us.

Suggests, manic momentum for manic 
times.

Jamiroqui 

Dynamite (Epic) 

The funk tune that opens Jamiroqui’s first 
album in four years is positively ferocious. 
“Feels Just Like It Should” is down and dirty, its 
fuzz-tone bass line devilishly synthesized from 
frontman Jay Kay's own guttural vocalizations 
and locked into drummer Derrick McKenzie’s 
syncopated grooves. Rob Harris's torrid guitar 
adds to the track's menacing vibe. “I need a lit- 
tle sex-funk now.... | wanna lick you up and 
down,” Kay cries out on top in a pliant, angst- 
spewing tenor. The British soul vocalist has 
been likened to Stevie Wonder, but here Prince 
comes more to mind. 

A pronounced disco flavor permeates most 
of the group's fashionably retro music. 
“Dynamite” and other dance floor—friendly 
numbers let various bass players snake around 
simpler drum beats, over which producer Mike 
Spencer layers various degrees of orchestra- 
tion, some reminiscent of Kenny Gamble and 
Leon Huff's Philly soul, others more akin to the 
Euro disco of Giorgio Moroder and Pete Bellotte. 
In many ways, Kay and Spencer — the main 
creative forces behind Jamiroqui — have man- 
aged to recapture the uplifting substance of 
‘70s dance music while casting aside the chaff. 

The DualDisc, which includes a fascinating 
documentary on the making of the “Feels Just 
Like It Should” video, contains one ballad, the 
politically pointed “World That He Wants.” To 
the chiming piano chords of Matt Johnson 
(who cowrote the tune with Kay) and a cush- 
ion of strings, Kay sings of the sun setting on 
lonely graves and of birds flying away, then 
returning to unleash the hounds of hell. The 
song's subject is George W. Bush. Jamiroqui 
plays Nov. 5-6, Fillmore, SF.

Posies 

Every Kind of Light (Rykodisc) 

In spite of frequent reunions and releases, the 
Posies’ Jon Auer and Ken Stringfellow have 
essentially pursued separate projects since the 
band’s 1998 dissolution, following their then- 
last studio album, Success (Pop Llama). It 
makes sense that the group. no longer resem- 
bles the dynamic power pop band bursting at 
the seams on 1996’s underappreciated 
Amazing Disgrace (DGC), and indeed, their first 
studio album since re-forming, Every Kind of 
Light, shows a more mature and reserved 
group notable for its stylistic diversity, if not 
complete fluency. 

The opening track, “It’s Great to Be Here 
Again,” rides a danceable groove and melody 
that combine R&B with the Psychedelic Furs’ 
“Love My Way,” which Auer covered on his 
2001 solo EP, 6,/2 (Pattern 25). Elsewhere, they 
try on the updated chamber pop affectations of 
Stringfellow’s solo records, resulting in the epic 
“Conversations.” “Anything and Everything” 
resurrects the classic Posies sound with a 
moody riff. 

But when they try on the cock rock hat, they 
come off sounding second-rate, Their earnest- 
ness and intelligence poke through on “All ina 
Day's Work,” placing them at odds with the 
genre's sense of play and reductionism. 
Elsewhere, the politically charged blues “Could 
He Treat You Better?” offers some potent lyrics, 
such as “When he gives you freedoms / Are you 
finding they’re too few?” Unfortunately, the 
faceless musical accompaniment fails to gener- 
ate the gutbucket power of the best blues. 

Still, it’s hard to not enjoy this album, for the 
band sounds good, especially Matt Harris on 
bass. The Posies are such impeccable crafts- 
people that their work always pleases, even if 
their focus wanders from what they do best.

The poet’s nose 


anguage is music, or maybe music is a sort of language: the sounds of feel- 

ing freed from the surly bonds of sense-making and a way of describing 

what it means to be alive. Music, at its best, transports us into the 
clouds of reverie, and even if the music is accompanied by, or burdened with, 
words, as in opera or pop songs, one can generally ignore their meaning 
without prejudice. Singing, after all, is a form of musical beauty, and it hard- 
ly matters what the words are. (We all have favorite pop songs whose words are 
muddled or nonsensical, yet this does not diminish the pleasure the songs give 
nor prevent us from singing along, even if we fill in the garbled spots with non- 
sense of our own.) 

Writers are singers who face the daunting task of making sense while 
singing. The best written language, whether poetry or prose — and the best 
prose carries an infusion of poetry’s sensuality and imagery — is a sympho- 
ny of melodies, harmonies, rhythms, and counterpoints that lifts our hearts; 
if prose, it also tells us a meaningful tale our minds can follow. One element 
of literary art, then, is in making the seam, the joining of heart and mind, im- 
perceptible. If there is a more problematic art, one in which failure and defeat 
are more likely, I have not heard of it. 

Friends of mine, artists long schooled in music and painting, are unanimous 
in support of the proposition that you must “check part of your’brain at the 
door” when you take up a brush or sit down at the piano in hopes of creating. 
The rational mind, the seat of facts and logic, is worse than useless when at- 
tempting to summon the muse: It is a hindrance, it gets in the way, unless one 
is unfortunate enough to be an imaginative writer. Then space must be made, 
the cognitive brain squeezed in and peace somehow kept, as among small chil- 
dren squalling in the backseat of the car on an overlong journey. 

For Harold Bloom, the venerable Yale literary critic whose fine book 
Where Shall Wisdom Be Found? has just been reissued in paperback (River- 
head, $15), the issue is one of what he calls “wisdom writing,” the antago- 
nists are philosophy and poetry — considered in pairs, from Plato and 
Homer to Freud and Proust — and the winner is poetry, by considerably 
more than a nose. Bloom is neither poet nor artist, but he has a fine nose 
and a great (a philosopher’s?) mind, he writes in a style made easy and con- 
fident by vast reading and long experience, and, being elderly, he has recently 
called “at the gates of death,” where, he writes, “I have recited poems to my- 
self, but not searched for an interlocutor to engage in dialectic... After a half- 
century of teaching poetry, I have come to believe that I must urge my bet- 

- ter students to possess great poems by memory. Choose a poem that finds 
you, as Coleridge says, and read it deeply and often, out loud to yourself and 
others. Internalizing the poems of Shakespeare, Milton, Whitman will 
teach you to think more comprehensively than Plato can.” 

Bloom does not describe his medical crisis, though contextual clues 
imply a heart attack, and in any case, he seems to have been recalled from the 
gates of death for an interval, though for him as for the rest of us, “mortal- 
ity hovers, and all of us learn the triumph of time” sooner or later. Meanwhile, 
chastened and granted a reprieve, “the mind ... returns to its needs for 
beauty, truth, and insight” — for literature, in other words, for writing that 
elevates, illuminates, transforms, for writing that matters, that furthers the 
business of growth, which (to paraphrase Justice Holmes) is all there is in liv- 
ing. To stop growing — learning, appreciating, absorbing, changing — is to 
die, slowly and from the inside, like a tree afflicted with rot. 

It is no accident, surely, that Bloom mentions beauty as the quality in art 
first among equals, primus inter pares. Beauty is the foundation of the 
house of art, and if beauty takes many forms — if it can be dark and windswept 
as well as sunny and clean, if it can be disturbing as well as cheery — that is 
just another way of saying that art itself is as various as human experience, and 
much, probably most, human experience is difficult. Beauty cannot be free of 
awareness of suffering and loss, the defining inevitabilities of all lives; beau- 
ty must accept and reflect those bitter teachings, but the greatest, the eternal 
beauties grow around and beyond sorrow; they stir the heart and raise the eyes, 
they break like sunrise over the dreary landscape of everyday disappoint- 
ments, they remind us that transcendence touches every life, if we are open to 
its touch, if we are alive. 

Writers are many things, not all of them admirable even in the generous 
pages of Harold Bloom, but our chief charge is to serve as keepers of the lan- 
guage, to be its trustees and guardians, to stave off dilution and degradation, 
to make such music as we can and to hope that, when we sometimes succeed, 
as sometimes we must, there will be someone out there to notice, and to sing 
our praises. ** i.

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y grandmother never went 
M to school. She spent most of 

what people today would 
call her “childhood” digging for pota- 
toes the Polish farmers had overlooked 
in the nearby fields. One could easily 
tell that she didn’t have the benefits of 
a formal education. She thought that 
George Herbert Walker Bush, ex-head 
of the Central Intelligence Agency, 
seemed like “a nice man.” Yet she was 
a serious and clever person. She knew, 
‘more than anyone else I’ve known, 
how to turn things over in her mind 
until she grasped all the parameters 
of the matter at hand. For example, 
one time, when I was about six, I asked 
her, “Grandma, how come I weigh 
more on the scale at your house than 
I do on the scale in my house?” She 
could have told me that one of the 
scales was broken, but she never lost an 
opportunity to educate a child. “Well, 
darling,” she explained, “Potsdam is 
north, which is up, like the moon, 
where you weigh less.” I always thought 
these explanations of hers were harm- 
less. But then my uncle told me that, 
until he went off to college to study 
medical engineering, he had believed 
everything she told him. It took me 
years to see the magnitude of these 
“everythings.” Everything on teleyi- 
sion, everything in the water. The 
white man’s everything. His logic, his 
thetoric, his grammar. 

Having grown up, for all practical 
purposes, as the grandson of a me- 
dieval gleaner, I’ve always felt a few 
degrees of gauzy remove from our 
21st-century collective mind, and it’s 
never been very clear to me what a 
transplanted bee should make of its 
few years in this queenless hive, our so- 
called modernity. 

I am told that the lawyers for the 
“theorists” of intelligent design do not 
claim that life on Earth was necessar- 
ily created by the Christian god. It may 
have been created, they admit, by an 
intelligent space creature. Of course, 
this space creature itself could not 
have been created, I’m assuming, by a 
process of evolution — so where, ex- 
actly, would we place, taxonomically, 
this creature that is neither divine nor 
created by natural processes? Isn’t this 
dismal confabulation of reason and 
superstition exactly the swamp where 
medieval scholasticism began? Some- 
times, lately, I get the eerie feeling that, 
after a night of troubled sleep, I’ve 
woken up in a second Eisenhower pe- 
riod. I wonder if anybody, even the 
artists, takes seriously these days Ezra 
Pound’s hopeful aphorism, “Artists are 
the antennae of the race.” I suspect 
that even those who most enjoy con- 
temporary arts think Pound’s biolog- 
ical analogy is, at best, quaint, and that 

his grave tone betrays a bizarre confi- 
dence in the second sight of our poets 
and painters: “A nation which neg- 
lects the perceptions of its artists de- 


clines. After a while it ceases to act, _ 


and merely survives.” ~ 
Could it be that our “antennae” 
are dulled by the Prozac our genera-

tion flushes, figuratively speaking, into 
the collective well? If so, I suppose it is 
up to the robustly depressive among us 
to bear the burden of being eloquent- 
ly dubious of the captains of industry 
— and so, the age of the happy pill 
ushers in, for better or worse, the age 
of the Negasaurus Rex. 

The thing is, though, I don’t want to 
be around that vibe either. If | woke up 
in the time of Caligula, knowing what 
I know now, I wouldn't want to get 
heartburn simply because Caligula is a 
tyrant. I would try to remember that it 
is only by accident that, instead of 
being born rightfully among my little 
friends in the Ituri Rainforest, I find 
myself among these Roman senators, 


wolves, actors, and children. Which re-" 


turns us to the question: Joyfully, and 
without losing her amused perspec- 


tive, what, then, should an artful bee 
make of her days in this foreign hive? 

Whether or not most artists and 
writers today, as individuals, are will- 
ing to stay on their knees, to steal pious 
glances through their keyhole into 
modernity, André Malraux, in his 
book Museum Without Walls, illus- 
trates how the study of art, when taken 
seriously, can be a psychic window 
into any number of epochs. 

One can hardly explain a book 


whose art is in its sentences, but Mal- * 


raux’s basic idea begins with the mu- 
seum: Though we may take it for 
granted by now, the modern muse- 
um is only-a few centuries old. It was 
born in the Netherlands, in the late 
16th century, not long after the Re- 


naissance, when there was suddenly a 
_glut of paintings that had to be stored 


away in warehouses, and a public will- 
ing to pay a few pennies to see them. 
Malraux argues that this forever 
changed the way people look at art. 
Before, a wealthy person perhaps had 
a painting or two in his drawing room, 
and guests would sit for a few hours in 
front of them. Now there was a ten- 
dency for a more diverse audience to 
look at art, and also, to walk from 
piece to piece, judging each painting or 
sculpture not on its own organic met- 
its but according to previously un- 
thinkable comparisons. 

Malraux explains, for example, how 
a religious icon, from the dawn of the 
museum, was no longer judged ac- 
cording to the standards of the church, 
its function, its own aesthetic peers, the 
atmosphere it evoked inside a dark 
cathedral, and so on, but suddenly, in 


comparison to works intended for a 
secular audience, in a bright room 
heaped with works from other times 
and places. In the 17th century, this 
change in viewpoint lent itself, quite 
naturally, to any number of chau- 
vinisms about what made one work a 
masterpiece and another work, by de- 
grees, a failure. Similarly, manuscripts 
intoned for a thousand years inside 
dark cathedrals, when taught alongside 
other great works of world literature, 
became human and revealed their 
pimples and posturings. 

This cultural shift is not unprece- 
dented, of course, in the history of the 
world. Every time a country mouse ar- 
rives in a big city, and a value system as 
old as anyone can remember gives way 
to the new, there is disorder and a grap- 
pling, often desperate, to find new 
order. What makes Malraux’s work so 
intriguing is his masterly depiction of 
the power of a single innovation, the 
museum, over all of Europe. 

Malraux then describes yet anoth- 
er equally revolutionary phenomenon 
of the 19th century: photography, 
which quietly created a kinship among 
all the art forms it touched, and un- 
dermined those old categories. For ex- 
ample, Ikea furniture could not be 
said to work well with Byzantine ar- 
chitecture, until their masterpieces 
could be photographed and put to- 
gether in an album. This is the muse- 
um without walls. 

Giving an artist this unlimited li- 
cense as a curator, photography led to 
yet another shift in the value system of 
the West, a kind of globalism. “The 
masterpiece acclaimed as such in the 
company of the Immortals,” Malraux 
writes, “was joined and sometimes re- 
placed by the most telling work of the 
artist in question, so now another class 
of work is coming to the fore: the most 
significant or accomplished work of 
every style.” A grouping of 200 works 
of sculpture, for example, would now 
seem naked if it did not include some 
Polynesian and some Inuit pieces. This 
revision of values, at least in the realm 
of art, did away with the 17th-centu- 
ry prejudice against so-called clumsi- 
ness, which had regarded Gothic stat- 
ue, for example, not as what it really is, 
but as a botched attempt to be some- 
thing quite different. In that obsolete 
worldview, pretty much all statuary 
from around the world was, essential- 
ly, a failed attempt at making a classi- 
cal statue. Likewise, one could argue 
along the same lines that most con- 
sciousness from around the world was 
considered in the West, from the Age 
of Exploration onward, a botched at- 
tempt to be Western. 

“We need only cease observing the 
Greek nude through Christian eyes,” 
Malraux writes, “and compare it not 
with the Gothic but with the Indian 
nude — and its nature promptly 
changes; the erotic elements fade into 
the background, we see it radiant with 

new-won freedom and in its amply 
molded forms find hidden traces of 
the drapery of the figures from which 


it has gradually broken free, and which 
the Greeks called ‘Victories.’” 

Where Malraux tried to read the 
knotted evolution of our sensibility 
and consciousness in the particulars of 
art history, Marshall McLuhan — 
decades later, in Toronto, in the mid- 
1960s — advanced a bird’s-eye view of 
human consciousness in his famous 
aphorism, “The medium is the mes- 
sage,” which, interestingly bent, be- 
came the title of his book The Medium 
Is the Massage. 

He meant that the actual message 
conveyed by a specific technology 
could never be completely separated 
from the characteristics of that tech- 
nology. In other words, when human 
beings wrote on stone tablets, the 
overwhelming tendency was to cod- 
ify “timeless truths” or “universal 
laws,” and, for all practical purposes, 
its ultimate content was “I am the 
Eternal thy God.” Likewise, when the 
Phoenician city of Byblos, much later, 
became a papyrus factory for the en- 
tire Mediterranean, the dominant 
medium of the day would convey its 
own tacit commandments: “Be spon- 
taneous, consider possibilities, quib- 
ble, innovate.” 

Of course, McLuhan conveniently 
overlooks archeological evidence, such 
as the time-bound content of human- 
ity’s earliest clay tablets: “Lugalkidish 
took five goats from Amram and owes 
him seven shekels.” But as for his basic

idea, McLuhan is in good company. 
Two and a half millennia before him, 
Plato warned his readers that the writ- 
ten word, in general, would have pow- 
erful effects on humanity. While the 
spoken word was inherently demo- 
cratic, since one could argue with the 
speaker, the written word might even- 
tually become a mad tyrant: Unso- 
phisticated people could be persuaded 
that a book, because it could not re- 
spond to philosophical inquiry, was, 
so to speak, the word of God. What 
then, McLuhan asked, would be the 
inevitable, staggering effects of televi- 
sion on the human psyche? 

For an overview of McLuhan’s 
ideas about modernity, I would begin 
with the fascinating biography Mar- 
shall McLuhan: The Medium and the 
Messenger, by one of his more serious 
students, Phillip Marchand. This book 
depicts McLuhan’s intensity, nuttiness, 
paranoia, sloppiness, flippancy, and 
arrogance as inseparable from his ge- 
nius, his scholarship, and his often 
blissful intellectual freedom. Marc- 
hand conveys McLuhan’s attempt to 
see, in effect, “the real message,” be- 
neath everything from comic books 
to sitcoms, as charged with a sense 
that our modern world is dangerous- 
ly insane — brainwashed — and that 
one would be a fool not to put one’s 
vast energies into puncturing its spell. 
Reading Marchand’s exhilarating 


book, one wonders if McLuhan’s enor- 
mous brain tumor, late in life, simply 
gave flesh to his fighting ambition to 
untangle our almost hopelessly twist- 
ed collective brain. 

Clearly this was a man with obses- 
sions. For more than a decade, begin- 
ning in the 1940s, McLuhan published 
articles about how the ineffectual 
comic strip character Dagwood had 
the effect of weakening the modern 
spine. McLuhan believed that the artist 
did not create art objects; rather, the 
audience moved one to create a given 
thing. According to Marchand, when 
the Canadian government asked 
McLuhan his ideas about increasing 
Canadian content on the Canadian 
Broadcasting Corp., he said that it 
wasn’t necessary: When Canadians 
watch Bonanza, it is Canadian con- 
tent. Hitler, he argued, could have had 
no real power over the German spirit 
except in the age of radio, which is a 
“hot” medium and taps into our men- 
acing, archaic tribalism; had he ap- 
peared on television, he could only 
have lulled the Volk, at best, into a 
compliant slumber. 

In his watershed book of 1966, Un- 
derstanding Media, McLuhan worked 
his way from the Gutenberg press 
through the phonograph and on to 
dozens of space-age contrivances that 
are subliminally altering our minds. 
The glittering titles of his chapters un- 
abashedly reveal McLuhan’s knack for 
pop communication: “Clothing: Our 
Extended Skin.” “Ads: Keeping Upset 
with the Joneses.” “Money: The Poor 
Man’s Credit Card.” “Television: The 
Timid Giant.” 

Although one has to read 
McLuhan with some generosity and 
overlook hundreds of glaring con- 
tradictions, he is clearly an idea fac- 
tory and a person of ferocious intu- 
ition — exactly what Pound would 
call a human antenna. In his more 
scatterbrained book, From Cliché to 
Archetype, published in 1970, 
McLuhan explained, by way of anal- 
ogy, how he could see overarching 
cultural patterns that were not previ- 
ously visible simply by living on the 
brink of such enormous change: “Just 
before an airplane breaks the sound 
barrier, sound waves become visible 
on the wings of the plane.” 

I suspect, unfortunately, that 
many people today would be inclined 
to dismiss McLuhan with an aesthetic 
argument, that he sounds so ’70s. Of 
course, this is a very McLuhanesque 
observation. Television, with its em- 
phasis on the hypercurrent, has en- 
couraged us to bracket our percep- 
tions by that rhetorical abbreviation, 
the “cultural decade.” Regardless; I 
would suggest that one shouldn't be 
too proud to read McLuhan; some- 
times it takes a mad oracle to bring 
sensation back to one’s own dam- 
aged antennae. %*

Educating Minds and Hearts to Change the World 
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aurenn McCubbin is a vivid re- 
L=« of the eclectic nature 

of art in the Bay Area. Her hair 
is red and streaked with platinum, 
her arms are covered with tattoos, 
and she is, as of this month, the new 
art director for traditionally super- 
hero-dominated Image Comics. Her 
latest work, Rent Girl, written by 
Michelle Tea and lavishly illustrated 
by McCubbin, has also just been op- 
tioned for HBO by Tony Jonas, execu- 
tive producer of Queer As Folk. 

“We want it to be partially animat- 
ed,” McCubbin says. “The thing we 
had a hard time convincing people of 
is that hookers can be funny. I can’t 
imagine why people don’t understand. 
People are like, ‘It’s going to be such a 
sad show, and I’m like, “Have you read 
the book?” 

While McCubbin was an art stu- 
dent in Chicago, she began creating 
screen-printed images and writing sto- . 
ries around them. “A friend of mine, 
Nikki Coffman, said, “Why don’t you 
try and put these together like a comic 
book?” McCubbin recalls. “I always 
loved comics. I read a lot of Love and 
Rockets when I was a teenager, but I 
never thought of doing them myself” 

The initial result of her efforts was 
the self-published XXX Live Nude Girls 
and its sequel, XXX Live Nude Girls: 
Pretty Like a Princess. Their gritty view 
of sex, drugs, and hot waitresses places 
them squarely in a tradition of San 
Francisco literature stretching all the _ 

way back to the gold rush. 
Comic books have been a part of

the Bay Area’s literary consciousness 
since at least 1968, when Gary Arling- 
ton opened the San Francisco Comic 
Book Co. at 23rd and Mission Streets 
and began pushing the somewhat 
disingenuously named Educational 
Comics (better known as EC) with 
patrons and contributors Kim Deitch, 
Robert Crumb, and Spain Rodriguez. 

“The talent in the Bay Area is very, 
very deep,” says Rory Root, owner of 
Comic Relief, a Berkeley comics shop. 
“APE [the Alternative Press Expo] has 
gone from a tiny show in San Jose to 
a huge extravaganza with 1,000 peo- 
ple attending and over 100 exhibiting, 
most of whom are local.” 

San Francisco’s tradition of self- 
publishing and underground presses 
made the jump to underground comics 
fairly simple. Virtually every era and so- 
cial movement in post-’60s San Fran- 
cisco has been documented in comics 
as well as literature. 

While Armistead Maupin chroni- 
cled the foibles of denizens of Nob Hill 
and the Castro in his Tales of the City 
series (which began running in the San 
Francisco Chronicle in the mid-1970s 
and continued in the Examiner 
through much of the 1980s), Phoebe 
Gloeckner was writing about the 
teenage hustlers on Polk Street in A 
Child’s Life and Dori Seda was poking 
fun at artsy warehouse life in the South 
of Market neighborhood. Seda’s 
comics, collected in the anthology Dori 
Stories, reveal how even then San Fran- 
cisco’s counterculture was obsessed 
with (a) nontraditional relationships

and (b) its dogs. 

Dan Clowes, creator of Eightball, 
was lured to the Bay Area by his wife, 
whom he met at a book signing at 
Comic Relief. 

“You just can’t justify having to live 
anywhere as a cartoonist,” he says. “You 
don’t get out much. You can buy art 
supplies through the mail. Plus, I ac- 
tively didn’t want to live in Chicago 
anymore. But then, pretty much any 
big city has cartoonists. They don’t 
tend to live in the middle of nowhere. 
I guess the urban environment helps 
the anxiety that creates the tensions 
that produce art.” 

Clowes supported himself for years 
doing illustration before his comic 
Ghost World was optioned for a movie 
by Crumb director Terry Zwigoff. Now 
he writes screenplays, most recently 
for another Zwigoff movie, Art School 
Confidential, based on an earlier comic 
of his. 

“T was very lucky,” he says. “In this 
business you have no retirement, no 
health benefits. ’'d be uncomfortable 
about turning 60 with nothing else to 


‘support me.” 


He’s heard plenty of stories about 
the early days of underground comics. 
“They all came in 1967 and tell sto- 


. ties about how back then you could 


rent the entire top floor of a Victorian 
for $35 a month, live off welfare, and 
eat three meals a day,” he says. “From 
what I hear, the city was welcoming to 
artists and weirdos. I never felt com- 
fortable in San Francisco,” the Oak- 


land resident says. “In San Francisco 


you feel like there is a novel written 
about every street corner. It’s all 
claimed. Spoken for. Oakland is vir- 
gin territory. It’s like the West Coast 
Chicago. It has a decaying downtown. 
It’s very comforting.” 

As a kid growing up in Berkeley, 
comics artist Ariel Schrag was always 
drawing little comic strips in her note- 
books. In ninth grade she found some 
comics by Ariel Bordeaux at Comic 
Relief. “They were self-published and 
in a zine format. They seemed doable.” 

Comic Relief is well-known for 
supporting young comics artists. 
The teenage Adrian Tomine (now 
the author of Optic Nerve and an il- 
lustrator for the New Yorker) used to 
have his mom drive him from Sacra- 
mento so that he could sell his 
minicomics there. 

The youngest comics artists car- 
ried at Comic Relief nowadays are '14- 
year-olds “Leslo” and “Delly.” They 
started writing their minicomic, Hecter 
the Collecter (about a giraffe in a ski 
cap and his lady friend the “Silent 
Moon Fang Goddess”), at the tender 
age of 12. Schrag went back through 
her high school sketchbook and pulled 
a narrative out of the one-page comics 
she'd been doodling all year. She made 
copies of the result and sent them to 
all the cartoonists she could think of. 
Schrag’s hero, Ariel Bordeaux, wrote 
back with the advice that she learn 
how to schmooze. 

“At that point I didn’t even know 
what she meant,” Schrag says, “but 
then I found out it meant going to 
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conventions and drinking a lot, which 
was not a problem for me.” 

Schrag’s comics are an obvious ex- 
tension of the underground comics 
she: grew up reading. She writes 
frankly about her obsession with 
Gwen Stefani at age 14, losing her vir- 
ginity at age 15, and her alternately 
giddy and heartbreaking relationship 
with her girlfriend, Sally. Schrag’s 
youth and gender, however, made her 
a target for come-ons by older men. 

“On the one hand, some older 
men, like my publisher, Dan Vado (of 
Slave Labor Graphics), were helpful,” 
she says of her beginnings in the biz. 
“On the other hand, a lot of them 
were sleazy and inappropriate. Guys 
would follow my friend and me up 
to our hotel room and try to initiate 
threesomes with us. We were 16-year- 
old girls. It got gross.” 

Schrag has since gone on to attend 
Columbia University and write for 
The L Word, but she still gets together 
with artist Gabrielle Bell and draws a 
couple of nights a week. She'll always 
do comics, she says. 

“Independent comics literally are 
independent,” says Larry Young, co- 
owner of San Francisco comics pub- 
lisher AIT/Planet Lar. “You can do 
whatever you want. Some guy’s going 
to turn in a 400-page opus about 
going to the bathroom, and some 
other guy’s going to say, ‘I think Ar- 
mageddon was the best movie ever, 
and here’s my version of it.” rc 

Comic Relief owner Root says local 
publishers like Last Gasp, Image 
Comics, Slave Labor Graphics, and 
AIT all help a great deal, as do local art 
schools like California College of the 
Arts, Academy of Art University, and 
the San Francisco Art Institute, which 
all feed into the local talent pool. 
Companies like Lucas Arts and Pixar 
also employ a lot of animators and 
designers who do comics on the side. 

All the people at local publishing 
collective Eville Press, for example, 
work at Pixar. As member Max Brace 
points out, “Our anthology Afterworks 
is, as the title implies, a collection of 
stories created by folks in the spare 
time they have after working at their 
day job. My story is called “Sudden 
Cholecystectomy!!!’ It is an autobio- 
graphical account of my emergency 
gall bladder operation.” 

“Comics [are] a great way for me 
to get a story out of my head and onto 
paper rather quickly,” says Ted Math- 
ot, also of Eville Press. “I say ‘rather’ be- 
cause it will take me about a year to 
complete my comic Rose and Isabel. If 
I were to animate it, it would proba- 
bly take 20 years.” 

“It’s a thriving art,” McCubbin 
says. “It’s not as marginalized as it is in 
other areas. The only other place that 
I can say is as active a community is 
New York. 

“But [it’s] more expensive, ha ha 
ha.” +

homas Cleary is one of the country’s 
Toe prolific translators of classical 

spiritual texts. Since the initial publi- 
cation of The Blue Cliff Record (Shambhala), 
a core text of Chan Buddhism Cleary. trans- 
lated with his brother in the late 1970s, he 
has authored, edited, or translated more than 
70 books from Celtic, classical Chinese and 
Japanese, Pali (the scriptural and liturgical 
language of Hinayana, or “lesser vehicle,” 
Buddhism), Old Bengali, and Arabic. If you've 
pursued any interest in Buddhism, Confu- 
cianism, Daoism, conflict studies, or women’s 
spirituality, you’ve most likely been aided by 
his contributions. 

Cleary’s work is clear-eyed and incisive. 
He consistently conveys what the contempla- 
tive San Francisco poet Kenneth Rexroth 
called “the experiential or existential core of 
the transcendental experience.” As for those 
who intentionally obfuscate so as to manip- 
ulate others, the master translator’s remarks 
are cutting. 

Cleary’s most recent publications are The 
Counsels of Cormac: The Ancient Irish Guide to 
Leadership (Doubleday) and, with Bannie 
Chow, Autumn Willows: Poetry by Women of 
China’s Golden Age (Story Line Press). His 
upcoming projects are equally fascinating: a 
translation of Oriental tales from medieval 
Spanish, a comparative study of Chinese and 
Japanese constitutional law, and a study of 
contemporary cultural warfare in East-West 
relations, among others. Despite a penchant 
for reclusiveness, he recently spoke with the 
Bay Guardian from his Oakland home. 


Bay Guardian: With the publication of The 
Counsels of Cormac, your work now spans 
from east Asia to westernmost Europe. What in- 
sights about commonalities and differences 
among peoples have you picked up on this path? 

Thomas Cleary: Much could be said about 
this, but to paraphrase Confucius, it seems our 
closeness is natural, our distance acquired. 

BG: How did you come to translate classical 
Asian spiritual texts? 

TC: It came about through my interest in 
Buddhism. I got interested in Buddhism about 
40 years ago. I had non-ordinary experiences 
ever since childhood, and Buddhism put them

into perspective. I got interested in other re- 
ligious methods through an experience in- 
duced by Pure Land Buddhist practice. When 
I learned to read canonical Buddhist lan- 
guages, I also found that studying other reli- 
gions and other ways of thought is a normal 
part of Buddhist practice, so I continued. 

BG: What issues are involved in the process 
of translation? 

TC: The central issue involved is how much 
of the original range of intention can be use- 
fully conveyed under the prevailing condi- 
tions, based upon need and possibility. The is- 
sues of meaning and purpose necessarily 
touch on any and every question that might be 
posed about the relationships between lan- 
guage and experience. The diverse possibilities 
of the effects of language on sensation, per- 
ception, and conception can be very com- 
plex, and the potentiality of literature de- 
signed to affect the whole mind is particular- 
ly rich in this respect. 

BG: What allowances do you make for cul- 
tural differences? 


TC: It’s a question of the underlying mean- 


ings and purposes of the work, how these can 
be conveyed and accomplished in a new mi- 
lieu. Of course, there are considerable differ- 
ences within cultures as well as among cul- 
tures, and similar sectors in different cultures 
may often be more alike in their outlook than 
different sectors of the same culture. Also, 
international communications have become 
quicker. Some of my work is published and 
read in English in Asia, for example, while 
some is translated into modern Asian lan- 
guages such as Mandarin, Korean, Thai, and 
Indonesian. I’ve found that culture, however 
useful and important, is neither the founda- 
tion nor the ceiling of human experience, 
even if it is commonly used for walls. 

BG: In your opinion, have consumer cul- 
tures like those of the United States, Japan, 
and, increasingly, China changed people’s abil- 
ities to receive knowledge from classical texts? 

TC: Well, even if you look at it from a 
strictly linguistic point of view, you can see 
that time and change naturally distance any 
culture from its classics. The intrusion of in- 
congruous elements exaggerates this process. 
The question of whether anything useful can 
be derived from classics, beyond residual cul- 
tural identification, may remain an individual 
matter. As for consumerism in particular, this 
is not a new phenomenon, even if it has been 
more generalized by the economic method- 
ology of modern imperialism. Chan Bud- 
dhist texts criticize the consumerist approach 
to religion and spiritual studies, while Daoist 
classics criticize the consumerist approach to 
everything. 

Organizations that collect followers for 
fuel, however, whether they’re religious or 
political in appearance, regularly make even 


greater efforts to foster consumerism in their 
own domains. So it’s a matter of whether any- 
one can and will retain or recover the inno- 
cence and autonomy to appreciate anything 
beyond implanted expectations. 

BG: Among your most popular works are 
those on conflict, such as Sun Tzu’s immortal 
Art of War and The Japanese Art of War, 
which you authored. In what way do these 
Pieces join with your purely literary, philo- 
sophical, and spiritual contributions to form 
a whole? 

TC: What one discovers in these materials 
depends on how they’re approached. In Bud- 
dhist terms, they’re there to assist in the study 
of causes of suffering and ways to relieve suf- 
fering. Tactics that are used every day to cap- 
ture minds and overcome personal autonomy 
become part of common convention, fixtures 
of everyday life — even dressed up in overt- 
ly respectable guises such as education, reli- 
gion, and philanthropy. They can’t be effi- 
ciently avoided or escaped unless they’re iden- 
tified and explained for what they really are. 

BG: What are the implications of improving 
people’s ability to conquer? 

TC: That also depends. Improvement of 
people’s ability to conquer irrational fears, 
ambitions, and vanities might help them. 
People might benefit from this if they are 
being made to suffer needlessly, if they are 
being induced to act upon, or to act out, the 
fears, ambitions, and vanities of others who 
are adept at manipulating human weakness- 
es to exert influence and control. Then again, 
even if some tactics are so deeply hidden as to 
remain invisible, simply being realistic about 
the costs of conflict can sometimes calm peo- 
ple down long enough to reconsider their op- 
tions. In any case, the reason, clarity, and 
emotional state of the person involved are 
always going to factor in, and objective con- 
ditions are also affecting most people’s minds 
at any given time. 

BG: Is there anything in the texts that dictates 
who its users can be, or are they as open to 
“patriarchal authoritarians” — a category 
you're quite critical of in your work — as to 
those who combat them? 

TC: In terms of access, the only strategic 
text I’ve translated from Chinese that is real- 
ly encoded in the original is The Master of 
Demon Valley, which I’ve translated into or- 
dinary language in Thunder in the Sky. This 
was more secret, and more highly prized, but 
also more dangerous for the would-be sor- 
cerer’s apprentice in search of power. It ex- 
plains the dynamics of certain marketing 
ploys that are still commonly used in com- 
merce and politics, however, so its defensive 
and liberating potential is quite considerable 
if employed for these purposes. As with any 
science, the results of strategic studies will 
reflect differences in the abilities and inten- 


tions of the parties concerned, as well as dif- 
ferences in circumstances. 

If anyone’s worried about authoritarians 
getting this knowledge, it’s too late, by thou- 
sands of years. How do you suppose they got 
their power in the first place? Tyrants and 
would-be tyrants have always tried to ac- 
quire and reserve knowledge and information 
for their own purposes, and that’s precisely 
why it’s important to make this knowledge 
public: to counteract the dangers inherent 
in monopolization. 

BG: Officially imposed ignorance and prej- 
udice have reached a new pinnacle in this coun- 
try since 9/11. Are there lessons to be gleaned 
from the priests and mystics who have dealt 
with repressive regimes in the past? 

TC: In today’s context as well as any other, 
we need to consider the underlying mecha- 
nisms of ignorance and prejudice, including 
the purposes for which they are fostered. 
Thinking of today’s situation as unique will 
inhibit our ability to take lessons from past 
precedents or to perceive predictable futures. 
We could potentially benefit from studying the 
reactions of all classes and conditions of peo- 
ple to repressive regimes, not just certain 
‘groups. 

As for priests and mystics, one thing his- 
tory tells us is that people called priests have 
also acted as agents of repressive regimes, and 
people called mystics have also acted as es- 
capists in the interest.of personal peace of 
mind. Then again, there have also been priests 
who brought order from chaos, and priests 
who led wars against repressive regimes, and 
mystics who have left great legacies of sci- 
ence and art, and mystics who labored and 
suffered in the world for the sake of others. 

When we get past labels and ideologies and 
see what people really are and actually do, we 
are in a position to ask ourselves what lessons 
we can derive from events. And then we can ask 
ourselves if we're able to make any use of these 
lessons. When it comes to appointing other 
people to do our thinking for us, we’ve had the 
story of the wolf in sheep’s clothing for so long 
that we sometimes forget why it’s there. +

Read The War at Home and find out who’s winning 
the class war. You won’t be surprised 


to be a billionaire to get away with 
using the phrase “class war.” But a 
billionaire is exactly what Warren Buf- 
fet is, so no one called for his arrest 
when he recently wrote to his company’s 
stockholders that “if class war is being 
waged in America, my class is clearly 
winning.” So far as author Jack Rasmus 
is concerned, Buffet’s is a fair assess- 
ment, even if “war” is a strong word to 
describe something as one-sided as the 
ongoing campaign to restructure the 
American economy to the benefit of 
the country’s corporations and the 
detriment of its wage earners. 
According to Rasmus’s new 
self-published book, The War at 
Home: The Corporate Offensive 
from Reagan to George W. Bush, 
this sustained effort, beginning 
with the Reagan presidency, to ex- 
port jobs, reduce wages, and roll 
back government benefits is the 
fourth such offensive of the past 
100 years. In piecing together the 
strands of corporate policies, 
right-wing think-tank theories, 
and Republican (and sometimes 
Democratic) Party politics, Ras- 
mus naturally must also deal with 
the history and legacy of the Amer- 
ican labor movement, which con- ” 
stitutes his target audience. America’s 
unions have traditionally held much 
more ambiguous attitudes toward gov- 
ernment than their western European 
counterparts. Where the Europeans 
generally saw a need to have their own 
horse in the governmental race, in the 
form of a working-class political party, 
the Americans generally preferred to 
back one of the horses already in the 
race. The European labor movement, 
then, has generally been socialist — if 
not always explicitly, then at least in the 
sense of attempting to create society- 
wide benefits through government ac- 
tion — while American workers’ or- 
ganizations have tended to regard the 
private sector as their proper sphere. 
While social scientists sometimes char- 
acterize American labor’s relatively 
hands-off approach to government as a 
form of syndicalism, not 1 American 
worker in a 100 would identify with 
the term. Most of them would just call 
it normal: In America, negotiating with 
large corporations for benefits that may 
trickle down to the employees of small- 
er companies is simply what unions do, 
So when Rasmus describes the cri- 
sis of America’s pension system in one 
of the book's strongest sections, he tells 
two parallel stories. First, there is the en- 
during campaign to privatize or other- 
wise weaken the Social Security sys-

tem. How you will assess the system’s 
chances for survival is largely a matter 
of attitude. Should we be appalled at 
the halfhearted efforts in its defense or 
heartened that it seemingly remains 
the third rail of American politics, 
which politicians still dare not touch? 
But whether we see the glass as half 
full or half empty, Rasmus is clear that 
we ought not mark Social Security 
down in the “Accomplished and Done” 
column. The problem, he writes, is that 
following the increase in Social Security 
taxes in the early 1980s, the system’s 
resulting surplus “has been shifted from 
the Social Security Fund by adminis-

trations from Reagan to Clinton to 
George W. Bush with the full agree- 
ment of Congress,” a cumulative $1.68 
trillion in surplus funds that the feder- 
al government has spent for other pur- 
poses from the years 1984 to 2004. 

The crunch, Rasmus explains, will 
arrive when surpluses stop and pay- 
back time arrives, although this will not 
happen before the system accumulates 
an additional $1 trillion to $1.5 trillion 
surplus over the next decade, money 
that he reasonably assumes will also go 
to other ongoing government expendi- 
tures. Weighing the options of either 
replacing the funds through the sale of 
government bonds or acknowledging 
an additional government deficit of that 
magnitude, he concludes that “for all 
practical purposes, the $1.68 trillion 
surplus is politically unavailable.” In- 
terestingly, he does not even consider 
the most logical way to restore the funds 
— by raising taxes in other areas. And 
given the small likelihood of that hap- 
pening, he is probably right in not even 
raising it as a possibility. 

All this, though, constitutes only 
the half of the nation’s pension crisis. 
Most Americans have come to see So- 
cial Security as something to be sup- 
plemented for anyone hoping to avoid 
a retirement spent in poverty, and 
unions could count among their great- 


est accomplishments the private pen- 
sion plans they negotiated with private 
employers, particularly in the post— 
World War II years — that is, until they 
started to be undone. 

There are few subjects as snooze- 
inducing as a thorough discussion of 
pension-fund financing, yet Rasmus 
provides a cogent explanation of the 
funds’ transformation since 1980, when 
80 percent of workers with private pen- 
sions were in defined-benefit plans. On 
retirement, those employees could ex- 
pect a monthly payment that would 
essentially be what their company’s 
current retirees were getting, with ad- 

justment for inflation. The plans 
were, in other words, just like So- 
cial Security. But by 2004, only 
20 percent of privately covered 
employees were still in such sys- 
tems. The rest were in defined- 
contribution plans to which a 
company contributes a certain 
specified amount, the most com- 
mon being the 401(k). The 
amount of benefits these em- 
ployees can actually expect to re- 
ceive? Well, that will depend on 
the revenue generated by their 
fund’s investment. 

“On top of this, we have the Rea- 
gan-era rules changes allowing cor- 
porations to emulate the federal gov- 
ernment and dip into their pension 
funds for other purposes. As early as 
1986, Rasmus writes, “Exxon, one of 
the most profitable companies in the 
USS. and the world at the time, skimmed 
off $1.6 billion of the surplus in its pen- 
sion fund ... and then used it to pay for 
refunds to customers ordered by a court 
case it lost.” And, most famously, “em- 
ployees at Enron Corporation. alone 
lost more than $3 billion in their 401 (k) 
retirement accounts when that compa- 
ny went bankrupt in 2002.” 

The War at Home stands as some- 
thing of an example of both the pluses 
and minuses of self-publishing. A wor- 
thy but difficult topic such as this will 
not easily be picked up by most pub- 
lishing houses looking for a catchy story, 
but if this book had managed to clear 
the hurdles with some mainstream pub- 
lisher, it would likely have come out in 
much more seriously edited form. At 
more than 500 pages, with no index, it 
is a daunting read and could use a sec- 
ond, sleeker edition of perhaps half its 
current size. For now, though, it does 
provides a wealth of information on 
the current campaign to do more for 
those who have more. **

O riginal Bolshevik Nadezhada Krupskaya’s claim to historical fame may 


be that she was Lenin’s wife, but by the time the October Revolution 
rocked Russia, the radical activist and prolific scribe had already pro- 
duced more than 40 publications. 

Krupskaya’s name rages on in the form of the local experimental writing 
press founded by local poet and curator Jocelyn Saidenberg and collectively op- 
erated by a community of nonlinear writers. “It’s so hard to name things,” 
Saidenberg muses from Krupskaya Press’s office in the suitably radical Redstone 
Building (once the San Francisco Labor Temple, now home to arts organiza- 
tions such as the Lab). “T like the idea of naming things after people. Krupskaya 
is the name of a forgotten person, and that was part of the appeal. Who was this 
Bolshevik revolutionary who worked with libraries and in schools?” 

Krupskaya is a great moniker for a press publishing nonlinear writings 
that often read like mystery itself, politically infused codes impossible to crack, 
best simply submitted to in the way one submits to a David Lynch film. In the 
words of Krupskaya author and former editor Rodrigo Toscano, lifted from his 
collection To Leveling Swerve, “Though you will understand very little of what 
is written here you will nonetheless grow obsessed with the very look and feel 
of these words.” 

For readers who cling to linear narrative, immersing yourself in Krup- 
skaya’s brightly designed volumes can feel like becoming lost in an endlessly 
replicating linguistic fun house. But as you sink deeper into the text, moods 
emerge, snaring you with their hypnotic rhythms, frequently whacking you over 
the head with unexpected humor. From Krupskaya editor Kevin Killian’s di- 
aristic, operatic “Perche Quelle Strane Gocce di Sangue sul Corpo di Jen- 
nifer?,” published in the collection Argento Series: Or is this what the original 
text looks like? “Imaginary Frenchman with/bright red coat and small cap. And 
what is/with Madonna's new Ray of Light/pre-Raphaelite processed hair, all that/ 
scalp showing in between? It/feels like a New England hurricane’s/blowing in, 
the sultry, expanding/air almost bursting with mist, but hot,/sweaty, the dish- 
es won't dry.” 

Brought onto Krupskaya’s cast of rotating editors in 2001, Killian will con- 
tinue to be Saidenberg’s collaborator on the press into the future. 

“Jocelyn has always had a commitment, as I understand it, to publish gays 
and lesbians and people of color and the people who get submerged in the world 
of experimental poetry, which is really white and straight,” he says. 

“My grandfather died and left me some money,’ Saidenberg says when 
describing the press’s genesis, back in 1998. “And I was at a point where I 
wanted to do that kind of work for the community.” She enlisted the editori- 
al help of other poets — Hung Q. Tu, Norma Cole, Dan Farrell, and Judith Gold- 
man, in addition to Toscano and Killian — who did two-year shifts reading and 
selecting manuscripts, as well as preparing their own commissions. “The 
process and the people involved and how we worked together engaged our pol- 
itics,” Saidenberg says. “It truly is a collective.” 

Krupskaya recently took a year off to regroup, changing its submissions cycle 
from seasonal to year-round. “Everyone would send in manuscripts in the sum- 
mer, a hundred, a hundred and fifty manuscripts,” Killian says, shaking his head. 

“Tt’s hard,” Saidenberg concurs. “One day you're just in a really shitty mood 
and you miss it, so it’s really great having three readers. And Kevin is probably 
the most catholic of them all. He actually reads every page of every manuscript.” 

Though Saidenberg claims to have put the press on hiatus for the past 
year, there was still activity: the publishing of editor Norma Cole’s CD, Scout. 
About the editors’ commissions, Saidenberg says, “It’s an invitation to do 
something you might not have done, a different kind of thing. So we decided 
to do [Cole’s] this project, but we’d never done a CD-ROM project before.” The 
finished product, freshly delivered, sits boxed on a wooden work table. Saiden- 
berg and Killian pop the disc into my computer to take a peek. Cole’s soft, me- 
tered voice lulls you with a poetic autobiography. “Public.schools were named 
after war heroes,” she recounts. “You could also name your cat after one. Iden- 
tity politics.” As the text is read, a slide show of snapshots is flashed across the 
screen: the suburbs in winter, great mounds of snow lumped high at the curb. 
Hearing the work is a bittersweet moment for the pair, as the poet suffered a 
stroke during production and is struggling to regain speech and movement. 

“Norma was one of the great stars of the poet theater,’ Saidenberg says. “A 
totally restrained powerhouse on the stage.”

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Memories of My 
Melancholy Whores 


By Gabriel Garcia Marquez, trans- 
lated by Edith Grossman. Knopf, 
128 pages, $20. 


It’s hard to say anything bad about 
Gabriel Garcia Marquez’s new book, 
Memories of My Melancholy Whores. One 
can’t help but be grateful for its publica- 
tion: It's the Colombian Nobel Prize— 


~ winner's first novel in 10 years. A decade 


of fictional silence seems long enough. 
Expectations were so high in Latin Amer- 
ica that black-market versions of the 
novel proliferated even before it was 
published last year, and it remains one of 
the most pirated books in the Spanish- 
speaking world. US readers, if they want, 
can skirt the $20 price tag by reading 
the novel during a long lunch or evening 


“at the bookstore. It might not even take 


sitting down between aisles to get 
through it: 128 pages turn quickly when 
a master has crafted the story. 

The novel’s — or novella’s —length 
is one of its most distinctive character- 
istics, because of the meditation on a 
ponderous theme it manages to fit in its 
pages. Like the much, much longer and 
more elaborate Love in the Time of 
Cholera, published 20 years ago, this 
book is about love’s capacity to conquer 
time and its attendants: age and death. 
Memories of My Melancholy Whores is 
about a lonely nonagenarian and his 
love affair with a 14-year-old virgin pros- 
titute who sleeps through their ap- 
pointments. The premise seems sordid, 
but one of the novel’s tricks is its ability 
to persuade the reader otherwise. Leav-. 
ing aside the protagonists’ age disparity 
and the fact that they meet in a brothel, 
their romance is as convention-bound 
(and chaste) as any tale of courtly love. 
Humor and descriptive magic are sprin- 
kled throughout. 

But in the end, Memories of My 
Melancholy Whores is vaguely dissatisfy- 
ing. The novel, among other things, is a 
genuflection to the aesthetic compression 
of Japanese literature. The introductory 
quotation reveals that the plot is adapt- 
ed from Yasunari Kawabata’s House of 
the Sleeping Beauties. Garcia Marquez 


tells this story of an eccentric, life-af- 
firming passion with concision and re- 
straint. But he overdoes it: He stuffs all his 


themes and symbols into a tight-fitting . 


corset. No one is saying he needs to write 
another 400-page multigenerational saga. 
The muted weirdness and delirious sus- 
pense of the 1981 Chronicle of a Death 
Foretold show that Garcia Marquez is 
capable of achieving near perfection at 
this same length. The problem with 
Memories of My Melancholy Whores is 
that the characters — a clairvoyant cat, 
the “sleeping beauty” herself, the narra- 
+or’s sexually martyred housemaid — 
are too obviously symbols. They seem to 
be gasping for life in the novel’s rarefied, 
stripped-down climate. Oxygen, blood, 
sinew, and bone — that’s what's missing.

Zen and the Art of 
Public School Teaching 


By John Perricone. PublishAmerica, 
87 pages, $14.95 (paper). 


On the first day of class, high school 
teacher John Perricone, author of Zen 
and the Art.of Public School Teaching, 
undermines student apathy and “atti- 
tude” with a Socratic exchange that al- 
ways proceeds more or less as follows: 


“Why are you getting an 
education?” 

“So I can get a good job 
someday.” 

“And why would you want a 
good job?” 

“So I can make money.” 

“Stay with me now. And why 
do you want to make money? 

“So I can live — like, duh.” 

“And this is where we always 
end up ... ladies and gentlemen, 
and it’s at this point that I will ask 
all of you this question, and you 
don’t have to answer it out loud... 
‘What do you live for? What do 
you personally live for?’” [Silence 
in the room.] 


Eventually, someone replies: “I guess I 
just want to be happy.’ Without pedantry 
and with few platitudes, Zen and the Art 
of Public School Teaching offers and pro- 
vokes pragmatic and thoughtful re- 
sponses to questions like “What is hap- 
piness?” Perricone disagrees with cur- 
rent teaching methods based on carrot- 
on-a-stick, points-based classroom man- 
agement techniques, Personal anecdotes 
from his teaching and personal life, in- 
cluding studies with karate master Hidy 
Ochiai, offer persuasive, concrete alter- 
natives. His book is a useful, if discursive 
and breezy, manual of pedagogy. 
PublishAmerica (not a vanity press, 
but a more accessible “traditional” pub- 
lisher) presents the book professional- 
ly and attractively; if | note just a few too 
many typos (a.who for whom, philoso- 
hy for philosophy), it’s because such er- 
rors might undermine Perricone’s mes- 


sage. And that would be a pity, because 
Zen and the Art of Public School Teach- 
ing transcends several bipartisan argu- 
ments on educational issues by analyz- 
ing problems that are resolvable 
through individual initiative. Such a 
book deserves required-reading status, 
not just among teachers, parents, and 
students, but with anyone who pays 
taxes (or makes budgets) for public ed- 
ucation.

A Shadow in the City: 
Confessions of an 
Undercover Drug 
Warrior 


By Charles Bowden. Harcourt, 
309 pages, $24. 


Charles Bowden can cause readerly dis- 
comfort, and not just because he’s writ- 
ten a couple of books that plumb the 
unpleasant, blood-soaked depths of the 
drug trade — Down by the River (2002) 
and the recently released A Shadow in the 
City: Confessions of an Undercover Drug 
Warrior. Bowden, a Tucson, Ariz., writer 
who generates stories for Esquire, Moth- 
er Jones, and other mags, is also dis- 
turbing because, to be blunt, his trust- 
worthiness is questionable. 

Bowden has a propensity for tram- 
pling the conventions of both journalism 
and fiction, writing nonfiction books 
that read like semiexperimental novels. 
In a Bowden book we spend much of 
our time deep inside the cranium of the 
key character, experiencing the world 
through his or her eyes, often in seriously 
nonlinear, nonchronological fashion. 
There’s even an Isabelle Allende-ish 
sense of the otherworldly, as Bowden’s 
characters often believe in ghosts and 
spectral apparitions — something the 
author relates in a closé-up, deadpan 
fashion. Call it magical muckraking. 

With Bowden, it’s hard to tell how 
much of his verbiage is the product of 
his imagination and his idiosyncratic 
voice and how much is derived from 
interviews, observation, documents, 
news clippings, and the other building 
blocks of conventional journalism. In 
the era of Stephen Glass and Jayson 
Blair, this is a little unsettling, 


None of which means A Shadow in 
the City isn’t a fabulous read; it’s a truly 
gripping narrative, the story of a Mid- 
western narc named Joey O’Shay — a 
pseudonym, of course — who's decided 
he likes drug dealers better than he likes 
his fellow narcs. The dealers, he figures, 
work harder than the drug warriors, 
who at one point nearly refuse to do a 
major sting because they'd rather watch 
the Super Bowl. 

After 30 years in the trenches, O’Shay, 
a hard-drinking beefster, is filled with 
self-loathing. He’s arrived at the real- 
ization that his key skills are an ability to 
deceive others and cold-heartedness. 
The work has hollowed him out. And 
this is Bowden's notable insight. The 
war on drugs doesn’t just make prison- 
ers of the peddlers and junkies it locks 
up. It jails — to a lesser extent, of course 
— the people on the other side: the cops 
and DEA agents and prison guards and 
prosecutors. Like any war, it corrodes 
the cultural fabric of the country, turn- 
ing soldiers into psychos. We can’t know 
how much of this book is verifiable 
truth, but on that point there’s no dis- 
pute. (A.C. Thompson) 
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The Glass Castie 


By Jeannette Walls. Scribner, 
304 pages, $25. 


What do you do when life hands you an 
upbringing that’s the equivalent of a 
big, fat lemon, full of frightening phys- 
ical jeopardy, false promises, willful neg- 
lect, and occasionally flat-out hunger 
and deprivation? Well, if you're Jean- 
nette Walls, MSNBC's star gossip coltim- 
nist and author of the new memoir The 
Glass Castle, you make lemon meringue 
pie — or in other words, the stuff of 
to-the-bone ya-ya sisterhood brunch 
chatter, rather than Truman Capote— 
esque claws-out cattiness. 

As The Glass Castle reveals, Walls has 
had quite a life. After catching a glimpse, 
from her town car, of her homeless 
mother Dumpster-diving, she starts her 
tale with a flame, if not a bang, as thie 
three-year-old Walls attempts to cook 
hot dogs for herself and succeeds in set- 
ting her frock on fire. The image is star- 


tling and surreal, but the most shocking 
impression left with the reader comes 
when Walls later says she “would have 
been happy staying in that hospital for- 
ever” because “you never had to worry 
about running out of stuff like food.” 
When her dashing and possibly bril- 
liant, but also deranged and alcoholic, 
dad steals her away, you learn why in- 
stitutional creamed corn seemed infi- 
nitely preferable to life on the lam with 
the Wallses. 

Walls front-loads her book with the 
details that lend themselves to coffee 
Klatch yarn-telling — in a support group 
for once-abused children: There was the 
time that Walls fell out of the speeding 
family car, the moment Walls and her 
siblings set their San Francisco SRO 
room ablaze, and the instance when the 
family scurried out of their temporary 
home in the middle of the night and 
Dad tossed their cat Quixote out the 
car window. When the feline lands with 
a thud, Walls’s artist mother tries to dis- 
tract her wailing children by singing 
songs like “Don’t Fence Me In.” The ex- 
citement of constantly moving to new 
towns, mining geodes from the desert, 
and receiving Christmas gifts of stars 
(long before those spam offers started 
flying) wanes as the bottle begins to 
wear down Dad’s optimism, the blue 
highway curls upon itself, and the 
Wallses run out of places to run to. 

Propelled by the romance of per- 
petual motion (and, implicitly, 
progress and hope) promised by the 
American automobile, and sustained 
by the restless but ultimately unreliable 
minds of parents driven to hit the road 
when the going gets rough or overly 
demanding, The Glass Castle (titled 
after the mansion Walls’s father prom- 
ises to build his kids once he strikes it 
rich with his gold-digging invention, 
the Prospector) runs out of some gas 
when the family decelerates briefly in 
Phoenix, where their mother comes 
into her inheritance yet still manages 
to forget to feed her kids, who forage 
for chocolate in the neighborhood 
trash bins. It slows to a crawl in the 
Appalachian mountains and their fa- 
ther’s (and Chuck Yeager’s) home- 
town, Welch, W. Va., where the kids 
grow up, freezing cold in the winter, 
starving all year around, and slowly 
plotting their escape. 

Walls recounts her history with a 
flat, spare plainness that has inspired 
some critics to compare her unfavor- 
ably to writers like Harry Crews, who've 
covered their own hardscrabble child- 
hoods with more lyricism. But the read- 
er grows to respect Walls’s stylistic deci- 
sions — glib, ornamental adjectives 
wouldn't do much to improve her ac- 
count. Instead the bareness of the prose 
throws the broad, unblinking light of a 
naked bulb on the everyday horrors of 
her childhood in a way that lends a dig- 
nity, and even credibility, to the girl- 
hood spent growing up poor, one that 
for all its toughness was as fragile as a 
glass house. (Kimberly Chun)

De Young 
and the guest list

piss | can’t be the first local writer to use that pun, can |? In all fairness, 


it’s kinda lifted from the Paradise Boys’ recent album, The Young and the 
Guestlist (5 Points), but it’s still suitable for this tale, methinks. 

Every once in a while | forget | live in a city where art and culture are valued 
by many, and | thought that arriving at the newly opened de Young museum at 
11 p.m. on a Saturday night (Oct. 15), about an hour before the Om Records 
showcase was to get started inside, would have been optimal for minimal 
occupancy. Damn, was | wrong. With literally a mile-long line to get in, | gave 
up trying to park, spun my car around, and headed for downtown — art be 
damned, at least that night. Fear not, though, as | didn’t fail you entirely. That's 
right: | had straight dope—sniffin’ snoops on the inside. It turns out that with the 
crowd growing steadily out of control, the gallery and the fire marshal had to stop 
the music intermittently to discourage more folks from coming in. They killed the 
sound once after J Boogie’s Dubtronic Science played, then brought it back around 
2 a.m. for Oakland jazz-hip-hop purveyors Colossus, who took that to mean “go 
nuts and climb the speakers for a rollicking ‘Here Comes the Judge’ closer,” forcing 
Officials to put a final end to the music around 3 when the crowd only got bigger. 

Whatever. By that time | was knee-deep in a sea of funk and Kangol hats at 
Mezzanine with BBC Radio One host Gilles Peterson, the man who gave birth to the 
term “acid jazz,” throwing down a handsomely groovy set before Dwele and Rebirth 
brought their laid-back beats to the stage. Peterson is one of those 10-million- 
record-collecting guys with legendary status who can rock a club as comfortably as 
he does the dial. (In fact, for years he ruled London’s pirate stations before scoring 
a legal gig with the BBC in 1998.) His Acid Jazz label may have helped introduce 
the world to Brand New Heavies and Jamiroquai, but he’s probably better known for 
his never-ending slew of mix discs, two of which — Digs America (Ubiquity/Luv n’ 
Haight) and The BBC Sessions (Ether) — are set for release in the weeks to come. 
The latter features Bjork’s friggin’ brilliant “Who Is It,” a captivating slab of experi- 
mental dub-jazz that begs one to ponder how the Icelandic singer ever came to be 
considered a pop artist. Peterson's set in San Francisco, though, wasn't so much on 
the spaced-out tip as it was on the spicy, soulful end of the spectrum — and it 
proved a shoo-in for keeping the dance floor densely packed. 

That seems to be the trend at Mezzanine lately, and while | hate to seem like a 
shill for any specific club in town, right now this one deserves the praise. The night 
before, that same floor was jammed with a completely different pack of night 
crawlers for Ada’s and Miss Kittin’s blazing sets of rave-ready electro and live 
vocal-inflected house. But the real gem was to be found in the club’s upstairs back 
room, where Cologne’s Superpitcher (a.k.a. Aksel Schaufler), the current poster boy 
for Kompakt-style minimal funk, slayed the 30 or 40 of us who had the good sense 
to venture past the rear bar’s plastic-draped doorway. Superpitcher’s latest mix, 
Today (Kompakt), is enough to knock any hipster’s white belt off, but it's nothing 
next to the high-voltage brew he concocted on two lonesome turntables that Friday, 
Oct. 14. Simply untouchable, this guy. If the club’s winning streak doesn’t stop soon, 
I'm just gonna pitch a tent outside the old mint, set myself up with some Red Bull 
and Builder bars, and see if the doormen will take pity on my addicted soul and just 
gimme a damn lifetime pass. If not, I’m at least gonna bug someone to get me in to 
see New Order's Peter Hook along with the Smiths’ Andy Rourke or one of the two 
Mos Def shows — since, for the latter, they're charging a whopping $40 per ticket. 

Now that M.I.A.’s hype machine has sputtered to a halt, and backlash-prone crit- 
ics have declared open season on her career (licensing “Galang” to a Honda ad 
probably didn’t help), I’m gonna say it’s safe to talk about her producer-DJ- 
boyfriend, Diplo, again. (And since | established it way up top, I’m also gonna keep 
talking mix discs, people.) His forthcoming release, FabricLive 24, on the always- 
solid Fabric club’s in-house label, is spectacular. Much like the way he made 
Brazilian baile funk hip in the United States and ripped mash-ups out of the hands 
of nerdy Mac hacks to give them a touch of real club cred, FabricLive 24 hits all the 
right buttons: Detroit techno, care of Juan Atkins; Miami freestyle; Chicago booty; 
South American hip-hop; even Cat Power's “Free,” for good measure. Oct. 27 he'll ~ 
be bringing DJ Marlboro, Brazil’s real McCoy, with him to the Rickshaw Stop so he 
can stop preaching the baile funk gospel by himself and just stand back and watch 
the magic flow naturally. +

[Jens | was in the bathroom when it happened: Three loud bass kicks 


sounded from the DJ decks, and the women’s room instantly emptied, the sounds of 

squealing fans fading as they hit the door. | made.it onto the crowded floor just in 
time to see Gift of Gab, decked out in a waist-length leather jacket and matching hat, 
approach the mic. 

After a dramatic pause he addressed the crowd, shouting out to residents from 
across the Bay, who responded with equal love. 

Blackalicious had arrived at the Independent to play for a sold-out crowd of enthusi- 
astic fans and to promote what they dub, on the cut “World of Vibrations,” their “fifth 
chapter.” Their new album, The Craft (Quannum), is at once sophisticated and entertain- 
ing, featuring George Clinton, Floetry, Ledisi, Lyrics Born, Lateef the Truth Speaker, Pi- 
geon John, and so many others that it’s almost a crime not to list them all. Gab and pro- 
ducer Xavier Mosley, otherwise known as Chief Xcel, haven't underestimated their fans’ 
desire to remain aware and educated about social justice and human rights issues 
while still needing to groove. 

Gab instantly had the crowd moving, opening with “World of Vibrations.” The pres- 
ence of Ledisi’s soulful vocals on the recording was missed, but Gab maintained the en- 
ergy, not to mention the tight keyboard work and a contagious beat that could make 
even the most rhythmless dance. 

The riew album showcases how Gab and Xcel have “let the craft evolve” and how 
“song after song [they] keep on inventing,” and perhaps this talent for continually grow- 
ing comes from the duo’s humbleness — they never assume they are greater than the 
music. As Gab performed the title track, he gave thanks for being able to practice his 
craft, and he had the crowd's hands in the air when he vowed “to be a vessel” for the 
art and the responsibilities that come with gaining the audience's ear. “The only way to 
be a leader — lead by the way you live,” he rapped to his fans. 

Gab truly had the command of a preacher over his parish, and his fans hung on his 
every word. As he next quieted the boisterous crowd and led them in a moment of si- 
lence for the victims of Hurricane Katrina, it was clear that the Bay Area MC continues to 
be a relevant rapper — and that sometimes it’s about more than just being conscious. 
That was the only silence anyone would hear for the next hour and a half, as the rest of 
the show shot through our veins and vibrated through our eardrums, in the words of 
Blackalicious, making it the perfect cure for a slow Monday night. The crowd and the 
musicians could have used a little rest for their ears, however, as the sound was un- 
characteristically sprinkled with feedback during the entire set. But getting past that an- 
noyance wasn’t too much trouble for the throngs of female fans who lost control when 
Lateef barreled onstage. 

All the hip-hop heads in the house were happy to hear Gab and Lateef perform “The 
Smithzonian Institute of Rhyme;” off Blackalicious’s third album, Nia (Quannum, 2000). 
The fans proved to be truly devoted when they sang along to every verse of classic cuts 
like “First in Flight” and “Green Light: Now Begin” — both off the group’s 2002 full- 
length, Blazing Arrow (Quannum/MCA) — and “A to G” and “Deception,” from their 
1999 EP, A2G (Quannum). 

The show resembled a sampling of the best of Blackalicious's discography, from their 
much-coveted 1995 debut, Melodica (Solesides/Quannum), with its deep bass and tinny 
drum beats (which dominated underground hip-hop at that time), to the transitional A2G

ear San Francisco you make me paranoid. You won't let your cats 


Over There Part 2, one of more than 20 


works on paper by Simon Evans — a recent San Francisco—to— 
London transplant — at Jack Hanley Gallery. Is it a text bit or text byte? 
As Paul Miller (a.k.a. DJ Spooky) pointed out in a recent lecture, we have 
exceeded the meta-, giga-, and even the terabyte and now live in an era 
of the petabyte. Miller was referring to the gazillion bits of information that 
are now being electronically produced on an annual basis. Containing and 
controlling this barrage of flotsam and jetsam is an ongoing project for 
Evans, but one he undertakes off-line — there is no evidence of the World 
Wide Web in his “country of uncles.” Analyzing it all is another matter 
altogether, and one Evans leaves aside because his inquiry is more about 
presenting systems for understanding — charts, maps, graphs, family

2™ materials, Evans composes on plain 

= § white office paper with Post-its, edits 
48 with correction fluid, and elucidates 
with ballpoint pens. The results are as 
much about what the artist has cov- 
ered over as what he reveals. A differ- 
ent methodology is used for each 
phenomenon, moment, or idea that 
Evans is working out, as evidenced in 
the titles of some of his pieces: Failing 
at Living Alone, A Whimsical 
Catalogue of Petty Frustration, and 
Fathers and Bosses. Nothing falls out- 
side Evans’s observation, and his 
attention to things like magazines for 
hobbyists, matchbooks, hand ges- 
tures, and so on, makes for an infi- 
nitely interpretable universe. In tiny, 


(so 
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perfect handwriting, Evans writes secret notes (“When you left | slept all 
day,” “| sometimes see the type of car you drive”) that you wish to find 
taped to your door or mailed to you anonymously, and other messages 
(“Daddy | prefix my frustration on you.”) that speak to the disquiet of spon- 
taneous, unasked-for feelings. These declarations can be read as a 21st- 
century condition in which the era of the petabyte performs a metanarra- 
tive made up of random, jumbled thoughts that tumble between “tran- 
quilised rage” and “More avoidance, sleeping, drinking, wanking, murder.” 
Threaded throughout all of it is the artist’s desire to connect; his textual 
mutterings carry on a constant conversation with everyone and elsewhere.

Opening 

G Hip-Hop comes to the Hamptons in 
Andrew (son of fashion icon Ralph) 
Lauren’s G. A classic love triangle, G is the 
tale of a self-made millionaire rap mogul 
who moves to the sandy playground of the 
ultrawhite and ultrawealthy, where he’s 
reunited with his long-lost love. Betrayal, 
reunion, and attempted reconciliation com- 
mence as NYC’s street hustlers, pimps, and 
players party till dawn in America’s 
sweater-set 'n’ yacht capital. Inspired by 
The Great Gatsby, G unfortunately can’t 
hold a matchstick to the F. Scott Fitzgerald 
classic. While the pacing and casting are 
good — especially the flamboyant, show- 
stealing sidekicks — the characters lack 
depth, and at its climax, G crescendos in a 
soap opera—esque explosion of violence 
and melodrama that’s more made-for-TV 
movie than literary masterpiece. In doing 
so, the film misses an opportunity to truly 
tackle the race and class tensions that sim- 
mer at its edges, (1:37) (Sabrina Crawford) 
Kamikaze Girls See Movie Clock. (1:43)

The Legend of Zorro You know a movie is in 
trouble when it fails to stack up against its 
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own parodies. While watching the latest 
celluloid escapades of Latin America’s 
greatest folk hero, | couldn't get that 
Simpsons episode where Homer goes 
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around glove-slapping people and demand- 
ing “satisfaction” out of my head. It also 
doesn’t help that our hero himself, Antonio 
Banderas, was infinitely more engaging as a 
Zorro-esque kitty in Shrek 2. Heck, even 
Zorro’s wife (Catherine Zeta-Jones) thinks 
it’s time he hung up his sword. But he’s too 
busy ensuring California’s smooth transi- 
tion to statehood, reigning in his adorable 
rapscallion of a son, and saving the entire 
US of A from the nefarious plots of a ludi- 
crous secret society (sort of al-Qaeda meets 
the Priory of Sion). This is being billed as a 
film to delight the whole family, and if 
yours enjoys copious groin blows, pipe- 
smoking horses, and good old-fashioned 
jingoism, it won't be let down, But the stuff 
of legends, boys and girls, this ain't. (2:06) 
Shattuck. (Devereaux) 

Make It Funky! It goes without saying that a 
very dark cloud hangs over this filmed-in- 
2004 celebration of New Orleans music. 
Though it’s impossible to forget the Big 
Easy’s recent devastation (fittingly, pro- 
ceeds from these Roxie screenings will ben- 
efit Louisiana Rebirth), Michael Murphy's 


polished, upbeat doc captures the energy of 
a city that literally marches to the beat of 
its own drummer. A massive concert fea- 
turing the Dirty Dozen Band, Irma 
Thomas, several Neville brothers, and many 
more anchors Make It Funky’s journey 
through New Orleans’s multicultural musi- 
cal history. There are sidebars dedicated to 
legends Fats Domino, Louis Armstrong, 
and others; the spectacularly costumed 
Mardi Gras Indians;and the importance of 
music in breaking down racial barriers dur- 
ing the civil rights era, Though some off 
moments pepper the film — I realize Keith 
Richards is a rock god, and that he digs 
New Orleans, but does he gotta sing about 
it? — the music, and the city’s unique spir- 
it, speaks for itself. (1:49) Roxie. (Eddy) 
Nine Lives Paul Haggis’s overrated Crash, 
and now Things You Can Tell Just by 
Looking at Her director Rodrigo Garcia’s 
Nine Lives, really have me appreciating Paul 
Thomas Anderson. It always seemed so easy 
to tag PT as a Robert Altman follower, but 
the lesser directors reveal just how con- 
trived Altman’s trademark long take— 
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vignette style can appear in unthinking 
hands. The star-studded Nine Lives com- 
prises nine short windows into women 
trapped by their bodies, their pasts, their 
secrets, etc. The action again takes place in 
and around Los Angeles (as does Crash, as 
does Altman’s Short Cuts), and the vignettes 
again overlap in characters and dribbling 
talk of “connectedness.” There are a couple 
of strong scenes here (especially the one in 
which Robin Wright Penn runs into an old 
flame on a dizzying walk around the super- 
market), and the one-take-per-vignette 
style is admittedly dramatic, but it all feels 
too neatly tied to be anything more than a 
setup. (1:45) Albany. (Goldberg) 

Prime | think I saw this episode of Sex and 
the City; it’s the one about mid-30s women 
dating twentysomething guys. Actually, 
Prime is a much longer, more tortuous take 
on the topic, without the catchy theme 
song and gratuitous fashion. Thirty-seven- 
year-old Rafi (Uma Thurman) has just 
finalized her divorce and is starting over 
with the encouragement of her therapist, 
Lisa (Meryl Streep, whose perky hair and 
loud outfits do their own acting). 
Meanwhile, a young guy named Daye 
(Bryan Greenberg) charms the pants off 
Rafi. Dave is 23 years old, Jewish, and an 
artist — in that order, those are the charac- 
ter’s only, constantly referenced traits. The 
couple pursues an Ashton-Demi romance, 
hindered by a mother that disapproves of 
Ben dating outside his religion. There’s also 
some other endless stuff about being at dif- 
ferent points in their lives (the dialogue in 
an excruciating scene of almost-impregna- 
tion made me feel vomity). One plot twist 
adds a little juice, but otherwise Thurman 
and Streep are stuck in writer-director Ben 
Younger’s uninformed fantasy of what a 
woman wants. (1:39) Oaks, Presidio. (Koh) 
‘Saw Il Last year’s Saw owed its surprise suc- 
cess not just to its creative brutality, but also 
to the slippery twists that let up only when 
the end credits began to roll. The sequel suf- 
fers a bit, then, because not only do you 
expect bigger, better, more bloodthirsty busi- 
ness — you also anticipate the eventual last- 
act revelation. Also, vindictive cancer patient 
Jigsaw (Tobin Bell) seems less menacing this 
time, probably because he’s on camera chat- 
ting with his new nemesis, Det. Eric Mathews 
(Donnie Wahlberg), for half the movie. The 
killer's identity is certain, but what of the hap- 
less victims targeted by Jigsaw’s latest deadly 
morality lesson? This time there are more 
unwilling, unfortunate participants (a dis- 
parate group that includes Mathews’s teenage 
son), and instead of a grimy room, their 
prison is a whole grimy house (it’s The Real 
World: Torture Chamber!). The larger scale 
means Saw II is less tightly wound than its 
predecessor, and a little lower on the “Holy 
shit!” scale. However, the gruesome good stuff 
is all there — eyeballs gouged, brains splat- 
tered, etc. — and that’s what we really care 
about, isn’t it?

Shopgirl Steve Martin’s novella gets the big- 
screen treatment courtesy of director Anand 
Tucker (Hilary and Jackie), and the result is 
a mixed-bag look at modern — i.e., highly 
complicated — romance. Saks Fifth Avenue 
clerk Mirabelle (Claire Danes) drifts 
through her lonely Los Angeles life, filling 
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her spare hours with charcoal drawings and 
vintage-clothes shopping (the latter is never 
shown in the film, but her budget wardrobe 
is 1950s-cool all the way). Very nearly simul- 
taneously, she meets age-appropriate slacker 
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Jeremy (Jason Schwartzman) and older, 
wealthy commitment-phobe Ray (Martin). 
Ray takes her to swanky restaurants; Jeremy 
drags her to Universal CityWalk and asks 
socially inept questions: “Can I kiss you or 
what?” As the love triangle shifts and 
changes, Mirabelle is let down by her own 
expectations again and again (none-too- 
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subtly telegraphed by Shopgirl’s intrusive, 
often shrill score). This is probably Danes’s 
strongest work since My So-Called Life — 
let's just forget about Terminator 3, shall we? 
— but even her performance can’t overcome 
the inherent ickiness of the Mirabelle-Ray 
pairing.

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Steal Me “Your mother is a whore” would 
be a fact, not an insult, to 15-year-old Jake 
(Danny Alexander), a rail-hopper in 
search of his wayward mom.

getting caught trying to steal his Jeep’s 
radio. Jake is invited to Tucker’s house and 
becomes a member of his family, but his 
klepto tendencies and unmoored Oedipal 
libido threaten his newly won idyllic 
domesticity.

Hints of the 
hundred separate movies that could be 
made from Capote’s life emerge in key 
details: The scarf he rattles like a saber in 
Kansas’s cop HQ calls to mind the family 
warfare that accompanied his growing up 
gay in the ’30s and ’40s; the bottle of booze 
he doesn’t seem to leave home without 
foreshadows a grim decline.

Though Niki Caro’s follow-up to Whale 
Rider is hardly perfection — violations 
include aggressive tear-jerking — it’s a solid 
drama that often resembles Erin Brockovich 
in tale and tone. After fleeing her abusive 
husband, Josey (Theron) moves back in 
with her parents (Richard Jenkins, Sissy 
Spacek) with small daughter and sullen 
teenage son in tow. To her Dad’s disgust, 
Josey follows the advice of a friend (Frances 
McDormand) and seeks out a job at the 
local steel mine, the only place for miles 
around that pays a decent wage. Josey soon 
finds that working shoulder-to-shoulder 
with raging misogynists is hardly worth the 
money she so desperately needs.

Bunny Lake Is Missing Long unavailable 
on home video, Otto Preminger’s Bunny 
Lake Is Missing has always seemed a lost 
treasure to those lucky enough to catch a 
35mm print of the film (a small cult fol- 
lowing existed around the movie at my col- 
lege). That all began to change once rumors 
revved up that Reese Witherspoon was 
interested in doing a remake, but, make no 
mistake, this remains a would-be classic. 
Very much ahead of its time, Preminger’s 
film is a taut masterpiece of unease cen- 
tered on a missing child who may or may 
not actually exist; this sort of existential 
drama play has come very much into favor 
in the past decade, but hardly any of the 
followers come close to matching the grace- 
ful style (those camera movements!) and 
riveting objectivity of Preminger’s gaze. 
Besides, Bunny Lake is set in swinging 
London (complete with a cameo by the 
Zombies) and features a Saul Bass title 
sequence that rivals any of the maestro’s 
work with Hitchcock. See it before it disap- 
pears again. (1:47) Castro. (Goldberg) 
‘Independent Exposure: Halloweird’ There 
are plenty o’ treats in this grab bag of 
shorts compiled by Microcinema 
International. “Halloweird” — emphasis on 
the “weird” — moves briskly along with 
animated, live-action, and experimental 
selections; during the program’s run time, 
you'll not only see something that looks 
eerily like the haunted video from The 
Ring, but you'll also travel to 2061 to learn 
the dictionary definition of moach. Other 
highlights include twin tales of bickering 
couples that end badly for the wife (Flush) 
and then the husband ( (Ingrid, Palle, and the 
Sounds); The Real Adventures of G.I. Joe: 
Episode Four: Reinforcements, a riff on 
Apocalypse Now that also owes a debt to 
Todd Haynes's Superstar; Devil Tour “94, a 
mélange of pranksterism, local newscasters, 
and Satanic puns; and Honey Pot, a faux- 
doc that starts at a hive, ends at a honey- 
bear bong, and lingers at a porn shoot in 
between. Red Vic. (Eddy) 

Romance of a Horsethief After his 1951 
blacklisting, Abraham Polonsky only direct- 
ed two films — this feature, from two 
decades later, was his last. It’s an affection- 
ate look backward at the high jinks of 
Jewish peasants sticking it to the Cossacks 
in Polish Russia, circa 1904, based on a set 
of Yiddish short stories by Joseph 
Opatoshu. When Captain Stolloff (Yul 
Brynner) cracks down on the little town he 


controls in the name of the czar, horse-thief 


Kifke (Eli Wallach) is roused to action by 
his protégé, Zanvill (Oliver Tobias), who 
needs to save his revolution-minded girl- 
friend, Naomi (Jane Birkin), from being 
sent to Siberia. (Serge Gainsbourg also 
pops up, playing an ineffectual fop given to 
saying things like “Oh, you crazy Poles!”) 
Romance is subtly in line with its director's 
radicalism, but its pleasures are ultimately 
kitschy and warmly nostalgic — Polonsky 
was not the director best-suited to c. apture 
the material's broad, sometimes corny

humor and tone (the botched edits and 
offensive score added after he left the film 
don’t help), but the film works as a celebra- 
tion of a triumph by a full-blooded, self- 
sufficient, and hearty people. “Always 
remember that you're a Jew,” Zanvill’s 
father tells him-before saying good-bye.

Or as a lurid ad 
for one of born-again exploitation film- 
maker Ron Ormond’s epics screamed, 
“Mama, hell is so hot!” You will get a siz- 
able dose of Burning Hell in the program’s 
excerpt from that 1974 feature, in which 
real-life star Southern Baptist preacher 
Estus Pirkle — a name that captures his 
degree of personal charm — lectures a fic- 
tive dirty hippie (director’s son Tim 
Ormond) on just how much boiling 
damnation awaits those who don’t give it 
up to Jesus. The main attractions are scenes 
of Hades itself, wherein a psychedelically 
face-painted Satan presides over the tor- 
ment of sinners from both New Testament 
and Love generations. Ormond Sr. had first 
approached the silver screen with such 
incitements to drive-in lust as Please Don’t 
Touch Me (a.k.a. Teenage Bride) and the 
immortal Monster and the Stripper. So he 


was particularly well-schooled to illustrate 
wanton ways and their eternal-hellfire pay- 
off after turning, in 1971, to “soul winner” 
cinema exercises that played mostly rural 
Southern churches. If that doesn’t start you 
worrying about what's in store for your own 
little smarty-pants urban-snarkster soul, 
clips featuring latter-day evangelical-hysteri- 
cals Screaming Boy and Brother Russell and 
an exposé of hidden “Disney perversion” 
will. Cooling the flames, you will receive 
balm in the form of Underground Cities of 
Mars, one of the many staggering mini- 
epics created by followers of Unarius — the 
El Cajon—based religion that is the greatest 
ever created by humans and outer-space 
travelers. Long live Uriel! Artists’ Television 
Access. (Harvey) 

This Gun for Hire As an example of early 
film noir, this 1942 adaptation of Graham 
Greene’s A Gun for Sale deserves a reputa- 
tion as big as its influence. It’s not a mas- 
terpiece, but rather a Golden Age product * 
that came off the studio assembly line with 
its individuality mostly intact. Raven (Alan 
Ladd, in his debut) is a stone-cold profes- 
sional killer with a soft spot for cats, who's 
set up by a cowardly fifth columnist (Laird 
Cregar) and vows revenge, only to collide 
with the sultry Veronica Lake. The movie 
succeeds less because of the solid but 
unimaginative direction of Frank Tuttle, or 
the screenplay by old hand W.R. Burnett 
and future “Hollywood Ten” blacklistee 
Albert Maltz (which crudely compresses 
the novel and forces what's left to balance 
on an outrageous chain of coincidences), 
than because of John Seitz’s moody, often 
raw cinematography and the dry ice gener-

‘Kamikaze Girls’ 


Dandy candy 


he Asian horror zeitgeist may be waning, but nobody better lay their stinkin’ 

American-remake paws on Tetsuya Nakashima’s Kamikaze Girls. This ge- 

nius, endlessly entertaining Japanese comedy follows the opposites-attract 
friendship that develops between two teenage girls: Momoko (Kyoko Fukada), 
who dresses like Bo Peep and longs to live in 18th-century France (“Life then 
was like candy!”), and ichiko (Anna Tsuchiya), a tough “Yanki” who spits, deliv- 
ers impulsive head-butts, and rides with a gang called the Ponytails. The 
movie's breakneck pace begins with frame one — just try to resist a movie that 
kicks off with a cartoon hell-on-wheels type declaring, “My bike ignites!” before 
ripping into rock ’n’ roll — and never lets up, shooting off on tangents to ex- 
plain Momoko and Ichiko’s backstories; peppering scenes with music and ani- 
mation; popping in a dream sequence or two; and creating a world where fierce 
embroidery skills make one impervious to harm, even when surrounded by 
weapons-toting bikers who mean business. Kamikaze Girls is the most joyously 
goofy movie of the year — if | didn’t hate the phrase “girl power” so much, I'd 
invoke it here. So I'll just say this: Go see the damn movie! (Cheryl Eddy)

A bath and a beating 


acation fatigue — it’s a disease of 
the spoiled, brought on by an ex- 
cess of leisure and decadence. 
Standing in the open shower of 
the Russian Baths in Sheepshead 
Bay, Brooklyn, I was suffering from a 
bout of just this sort of spiritual gout. 

“This place doesn’t even have a cold 
plunge!” I grumbled, gazing at the 
Olympic-size pool a few steps away. 
“You don't have a cold plunge?” I asked 
a passing half-naked staffer, who mo- 
ments before had been vigorously 
beating a customer in the steam sauna 
with an oak broom, periodically break- 
ing from the task to douse himself with 
buckets of fresh water. “No, but we do 
have this,” he said, pulling a fat yellow 
chain overhead and drenching me with 
a powerful, and freezing, cascade. 

We had found the Russian Baths by 
asking around on the beach and board- 
walk between Brighton Beach and 
Coney Island, where we'd gone to sleep 
off a combined food coma and beer 


buzz brought on by sampling as much 
of the menu as humanly possible at 
Café Glechik, an off-the-beaten path 
(i.e., not on the waterfront) Russian 
restaurant. Glechik’s got tasty fare, and 
none of the fanfare flaunted by the 
boardwalk Russian restaurants, which 
seem to hope their neon-colored nap- 
kins and ersatz glitz will distract from 
the unsavory and overpriced food. 
Spanning the former USSR from 
west to east, Glechik’s menu offers 
borscht; smoked fish of many sorts (we 
enjoyed the mackerel); marinated her- 
ring with potatoes; kabobs; compote; 


‘dumplings sweet and savory, with fill- 


ings from cheese to meat to sour cher- 
ries (the Siberian dumplings, in a clay 
pot of broth, are highly recommend- 
ed); and pickles galore, including wa- 
termelon. The one yawning lacuna is 
booze. Never fear, though: The neigh- 
boring “corner store” sells beers from 
the former Soviet territories for a song. 
Be sure to pick up a bottle or two of 


Ukraine’s finest, Obolon, and while 
youre at it, grab a good old-fashioned 
Baltika to boot. Your obliging Glechik 
waiter will happily direct you to the 
store, then render the service of open- 
ing as many bottles as you please. 

Glechik is just a short stumble from 
the actual beach of Brighton Beach, 
where hardy Russian-speaking seniors 
splash about determinedly in the At- 
lantic’s balmy waves. If you're just 
lolling on the sand, be sure that mem- 
bers of this population will make a 
point of telling you to get off your ass 
and into that ocean. And people say 
New Yorkers are standoffish.... 

Around sunset, as a herd of lifeguard 
trucks drove down the beach fishing 
out the splashers, an ocean breeze 
broke through the blanket of humidity 
to provide a tiny, welcome chill — and 
an excellent excuse to finish off the day 
in a steam bath. 

A clutch of waiters at one of the 
boardwalk eateries directed us to a 


sleepy neighborhood a few blocks from 
the Neck Road Q subway stop. There, 
Russian Baths advertises itself as the 
oldest bania (Russian for bathhouse) in 
Brooklyn, established in 1980. It’s not 
flashy (or easy to find: Keep your eyes 
peeled for the awning), but it’s got what 
it ought to. The two saunas — a larger, 
drier one and a smaller, wetter one + 
get so hot that there are special boards 
you can drag in to lie on if the shelves 
become too much for you (wimp!). Be- 
fore popping into the little Turkish 
steam bath (stone or tile walls instead of 


wood), ask for the eucalyptus oil spray 


bottle to direct at the steam spout for a 
particularly head-clearing experience. 
The steam gets so thick here you can’t 
see a person sitting four feet away. Aaah. 
At the front desk you can buy oak or 
birch venniki, broomlike objects used, 
after soaking and softening them a bit, 
to beat and be beaten with in the saunas 
(though not in the Turkish bath) —a 
ritual that really gets your circulation 
going (whether you're the wielder or the 
recipient), and damn, does it feel good. 
Like any respectable bania, Russian 
Baths has a restaurant on the premises. 


Just pop out of the pool and sit down, ei-

ther in the summer courtyard (smoke to 
your heart’s content) or in the indoor café, 
where the walls are hung with hockey jer- 
seys. The pickled cabbage was delicious, 
the Greek salad with basturma (cured beef 
strips) fair to middling. There’s a juice 
bar and all sorts of beer, but vodka is 
nowhere to be found —at least not on 
the menu. You have to ask. And order in 
grams — especially if you're female, in 
which case your waiter will likely assume 
youre an amateur. By the time we left — 
past closing, oak vennik and Azeri carpen- 
ter from the neighboring table in tow — 
we'd disabused him of that notion. “*
